andhills  Community  College  was  established  in  December  1963  under  authority  o 
the  1963  State  Community  College  Act.  Following  the  leadership  of  Representative 
H.  Clifton  Blue,  Moore  County  citizens  petitioned  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  approval  tc 
establish  a  community  college  in  the  county  and  voted  overwhelmingly  for  a  one  million  dollar 
bond  issue  for  construction  and  a  tax  levy  for  operation  and  maintenance  of  facilities.  Before 
the  end  of  1963,  a  board  of  trustees  had  been  named,  an  organizational  meeting  held,  an 
architect  selected,  and  Dr.  Raymond  Stone  chosen  as  first  president  of  the  college. 

In  1964,  construction  of  facilities  began  on  land  given  for  the  campus  by  Mrs.  Mary  Lumar 
Meyer  of  Pinehurst.  Temporary  college  offices  were  located  in  downtown  Southern  Pines 
Classes  began  on  October  1, 1965,  in  nine  scattered  locations. 


Following  Dr.  Stone's  retirement  in  1989,  Dr.  John  R.  Dempsey  was  selected  to  serve  as 
president  of  the  college. 

Today,  the  college  is  a  modern,  thirteen  building  complex,  complemented  by  a  newty 
constructed  educational  center  in  Hoke  County  and  a  new  student  center  and  an  educationa 
technology  building  soon  to  be  completed  on  the  main  campus. 


Sandhills  has  been  fortunate  in  attracting  a  highly  competent  faculty  and  staff.  Experiencec 
faculty  members  bring  to  the  classroom  a  spirit  of  dedication  to  teaching  and  a  willingness  tc 
advise  students  in  course  selection  and  academic  planning.

5.  To  provide  opportunities  for  cultural  enrichment  and  life-long  learning  for  the  people  of  the 
Sandhills,  with  a  special  effort  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  retired  population; 

6.  To  foster  an  atmosphere  of  friendliness,  civility,  and  respect,  and  to  provide  support  programs 
that  promote  student  learning  and  success; 

7.  To  hire  faculty  and  staff  that  are  reflective  of  our  diverse  community  and  of  the  highest  quality, 
to  treat  them  with  integrity  and  respect,  to  pay  them  well,  and  to  provide  ample  opportunities 
for  their  professional  development;

Performance  Measures 

The  college  is  pleased  to  note  its  standing  on  the  six  performance  measures  required  for 
accountability  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Legislature.  The  current  figures,  available  in  the 
annual  benchmark’s  document,  show  the  following: 

Measure  1:  Progress  of  Basic  Skills  Students — with  a  standard  of  75%,  Sandhills’  Basic  Skills 
students  measured  79%. 
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^Measure  2:  Performance  of  College  Transfer  Students — with  a  standard  of  82.9%  (or  the 
equivalent  of  native  UNC  sophomores  and  junior)  overall  GPA  of  2.0  after  one  academic  year  at 
a  UNC  institution,  SCC  students  ranked  at  76.4%.  ; 

* Measure  3:  Passing  Rates  for  Licensure  &  Certification  Exams  for  First-Time  Test  Takers  — 
the  college’s  aggregate  passing  rate  was  95%  against  the  standard  of  80%. 

Measure  4:  Passing  Rates  of  Students  in  Developmental  Courses — the  college’s  passing  rate 
1  2  Was  85%  against  the  standard  of  71  %. 

* Measure  5:  Goal  Completion  for  Completers— Against  a  95%  standard,  99%  of  Sandhills 
Community  College  completers  indicated  satisfaction. 

Measure  6:  Employment  Status  of  Graduates— Against  a  standard  of  95%,  98%  of  our 
graduates  report  being  employed  in  their  fields. 

Sandhills  Community  College  achieved  superior  status  in  the  2002  Report  on  Accountability 
/Performance  Measures  and  Standards. 

Areas  of  Study 

Classes  and  programs  are  offered  for  citizens  with  varied  educational  needs  and  backgrounds. 
Courses  are  taught  day  and  evening  throughout  the  year  both  on  and  off  the  main  campus. 

Adult  Basic  Education.  Courses  are  offered  both  on  and  off  campus  at  several  levels  for 
students  who  need  to  develop  reading,  English,  and  mathematics  skills.  (Please  refer  to  the 
Continuing  Education  Programs  section  of  this  catalog.) 

Developmental  Education.  Students  who  wish  to  enroll  in  regular  college  courses  but  need  to 
strengthen  English,  mathematics,  reading,  or  study  skills  should  enter  developmental  courses 
which  are  designed  to  prepare  students  for  entrance  into  curriculum  programs.  Students  who 
need  more  than  one  developmental  course  may  wish  to  register  for  a  learning  community,  a 
block  of  prerequisite  courses  taught  by  a  team  of  instructors  and  supported  by  tutoring, 
counseling,  and  off-campus  learning  experiences.  In  addition,  students  who  believe  their 
remediation  can  best  be  achieved  outside  of  a  traditional  class  schedule  may  choose  a  self- 
paced  developmental  course  in  English,  math,  or  reading.  Students  who  elect  to  take  a  self- 
paced  course  use  computerized  instruction  to  meet  course  objectives  and  may  be  able  to 
complete  more  than  one  course  in  a  sequence  during  a  single  semester. 

College  Transfer  Program.  Courses  which  lead  to  the  Associate  in  Arts,  Associate  in  Fine  Arts, 
and  Associate  in  Science  degrees  are  offered  at  the  freshmen  and  sophomore  levels.  Credits 
earned  in  college  transfer  courses  may  be  transferred  to  senior  colleges  and  universities  where 
students  may  pursue  a  program  of  study  leading  to  a  baccalaureate  degree.  Advisors  assist 
students  in  selecting  courses  that  will  be  appropriate  for  baccalaureate  degree  programs  at 
senior  institutions. 

General  Education  Program.  The  college  offers  a  non-transferable  general  education  degree 
for  students  who  want  a  more  flexible  two-year  college  degree.  General  education  students  are 
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assisted  in  the  selection  of  courses  that  will  meet  their  own  special  needs  and  are  awarded  the 
Associate  in  General  Education  degree  upon  completion  of  the  program  requirements. 

Special  Credit  Courses.  The  college  encourages  the  enrollment  of  students  who  are  not 
seeking  a  degree  but  wish  to  further  their  education  by  taking  courses  of  special  interest. 
Courses  may  be  audited  or  taken  for  college  credit. 

Occupational  Education  Programs.  Two-year  programs  are  offered  leading  to  the  Associate 
in  Applied  Science  degree.  These  programs  are  comprised  of  specialized  and  related  courses 
required  for  successful  employment  in  business,  industry,  health,  horticulture,  and  service  * 3 
occupations. 

One-year  diploma  programs  are  offered,  leading  to  employment  in  health,  business,  industry, 
and  service  occupations.  These  programs  include  occupational  specialty  and  related  courses 
selected  to  give  students  the  knowledge  and  skills  needed  for  successful  employment. 

Certificate  Options.  Several  of  the  occupational  education  programs  have  a  certificate  option 
that  includes  specialized  courses  but  omits  related  and  general  education  courses.  Students 
who  complete  these  programs  are  awarded  a  program  certificate. 

Students  not  seeking  a  college  degree,  diploma,  or  certificate  may  enroll  in  selected 
occupational  courses  provided  that  course  prerequisites  are  met. 

Evening/Weekend  College.  Evening/weekend  courses  are  offered  for  students  desiring  to 
pursue  degree,  diploma,  or  certificate  programs  as  well  as  areas  of  special  interest  or  self- 
improvement.  Counseling  and  advising  services  are  provided  for  evening  students. 

Continuing  Education  Programs.  Courses  are  offered  on  and  off  campus  and  via  the  Internet 
to  meet  the  expressed  needs  of  adults  who  wish  to  continue  their  education.  These  non-credit 
courses  contribute  to  the  social,  cultural,  and  intellectual  development  of  the  adult  population. 
Occupational  education  courses  are  made  available  to  adults  who  need  job  training  or 
retraining. 

Telecourses.  Sandhills  Community  College  offers  a  number  of  courses  in  the  telecourse  format 
for  regularly  enrolled  students  to  meet  program  requirements  or  as  stand-alone  courses  for 
those  interested  in  taking  a  course  in  a  particular  subject  area. 

Telecourse  students  work  independently,  watch  television  programs,  and  read  printed  materials 
at  home  with  guidance  from  course  faculty  through  a  variety  of  communication  and  instructional 
techniques.  Faculty  interact  with  students  through  a  combination  of  on-site  classes,  written 
assignments,  telephone  contacts,  electronic  mail,  and  mailings.  Required  class  meetings  are 
generally  fewer  than  traditionally  taught  classes. 

Students  who  enroll  in  telecourses  pay  regular  tuition  and  fees,  have  access  to  all  student 
services,  study  under  the  college’s  rules  and  regulations,  and  receive  academic  credit. 

Telecourses  are  advertised  in  the  fall  and  spring  semester  class  schedules.  Students  enrolled 
in  these  classes  must  follow  the  regular  admissions  and  registration  process,  pay  regular  tuition 
and  fees,  and  meet  all  course  prerequisites.

Internet  Courses.  Sandhills  Community  College  offers  a  number  of  courses  that  use  the  fij 
Internet  as  the  primary  method  of  communication  between  faculty  and  students.  Students  who 
enroll  in  Internet  courses  work  independently  and  communicate  with  the  faculty  member  and 
other  students  using  email,  list  servers,  and  “chat  rooms.  A  variety  of  learning  resources 
including  textbooks,  videotapes,  World  Wide  Web  materials  prepared  by  the  faculty  member, 
and  resources  located  at  various  World  Wide  Web  sites  will  be  used  by  the  student. 

Internet  courses  are  advertised  in  the  fall  and  spring  semester  class  schedules.  Students 
T  4  enrolled  in  these  classes  must  follow  the  regular  admissions  and  registration  process,  pay 
regular  tuition  and  fees,  and  meet  all  course  prerequisites. 

Resources  for  Learning 

Library.  The  Katharine  L.  Boyd  Library  provides  comfortable,  pleasant  surroundings  for  study 
and  reading  in  a  23,000  square  foot  building.  Library  materials  are  selected  to  support  and 
supplement  academic  programs  and  to  assist  students  in  becoming  informed  citizens.  Materials 
are  also  selected  to  satisfy  interests  in  various  careers  and  to  encourage  reading  as  a  leisure¬ 
time  activity. 

The  book  collection  includes  more  than  80,000  volumes.  The  library  provides  access  via  its 
website  to  a  variety  of  online  resources  such  as  NewsBank,  NC-LIVE,  and  WilsonWeb  for  both 
traditional  and  distance-learning  students.  The  library  also  houses  an  extensive  microfilm  and 
microfiche  collection.  The  library’s  collection  of  over  1,000  videotapes  contains  feature  films, 
documentaries,  musicals,  operas,  plays,  etc. 

The  Hastings  Gallery,  housed  in  the  library,  provides  monthly  exhibits  of  art,  photographs,  crafts, 
and  other  artifacts. 

The  Learning  Resource  Center.  The  Learning  Resource  Center  (LRC)  is  located  in  Boyd 
Library.  The  LRC  is  a  staffed,  open  lab  available  for  Internet  access,  word  processing,  computer 
based  tutorials,  and  assistance  with  distance  learning  coursework. 

D.L.  “Doc”  Furches  Center  for  Life-Long  Learning.  The  “Learning  Center”  is  located  in  Van 
Dusen  Hall  and  is  open  to  individuals  who  desire  to  complete  high  school  education  or 
strengthen  skills  in  a  wide  variety  of  courses.  The  center  is  staffed  by  coordinators  who  help 
students  find  their  present  level  of  learning  before  placing  them  in  programmed  texts  for  self- 
instruction.  Students  may  prepare  for  the  high  schooi  equivalency  examination,  improve  skills 
used  on  the  job,  study  subjects  for  personal  advancement,  or  take  refresher  courses  designed 
to  make  the  transition  to  college  or  technical-level  work  easier.  The  center  has  both  day  and 
evening  hours. 

Information  Technology  Resources.  Sandhills  Community  College  provides  up-to-date 
information  technology  resources  for  students,  faculty,  staff,  and  community  members.  There 
are  many  on-campus  microcomputer  laboratories  that  are  available  for  use  by  students  and 
community  members.  All  of  the  main  buildings  on  the  campus  are  networked,  providing  access 
to  the  Internet  and  the  administrative  computer  center.  A  wide  variety  of  software  is  available 
for  use  on  these  computers.  (See  Information  Technology  Resources  Acceptable  Use  Policy 
which  begins  on  page  31  of  this  catalog) 
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Project  Promise.  Project  Promise  is  a  Student  Support  Services  federal  TRIO  program 
designed  to  help  students  achieve  their  potential  in  both  academic  and  personal  areas. 
"Promise"  is  an  acronym  for  "Providing  Real  Opportunities  to  Make  Individuals  Successful  in 
Education."  This  program  helps  qualified  students  deal  effectively  with  all  aspects  of  college  life, 
from  entrance  through  graduation  and/or  transfer  to  a  four  year  college  or  university.  Since 
Project  Promise  is  federally  funded,  students  need  to  meet  at  least  one  of  the  eligibility 
requirements  to  receive  services.  Benefits  of  program  participation  include  personal  and 
academic  counseling,  specialized  tutoring,  supplemental  instruction,  field  trips,  cultural 
enrichment  activities,  support  groups,  career  exploration,  and  free  workshops.  To  qualify  for  *  5 
these  services,  a  student  must  be  a  United  States  citizen  or  permanent  resident,  a  first 
generation  college  student,  financially  disadvantaged,  or  learning/physically  disabled.  Project 
Promise  services  are  offered  free  for  students  who  meet  eligibility  requirements. 

Tutorial  Services.  An  organized  program  of  free  tutorial  assistance  is  provided  to  supplement 
the  instruction  given  in  the  classroom.  These  services  are  provided  by  students  and  community 
volunteers.  The  Tutoring  Center  is  located  in  Kennedy  Hall  (Room  149). 

Testing.  The  college  administers  the  General  Education  Development  (GED)  high  school 
equivalency  test,  the  ASSET  or  COMPASS  tests  for  students  entering  college  programs,  and  a 
variety  of  academic  achievement  and  screening  examinations  requested  by  instructional 
departments. 


Policies  on  Admissions  to  the  General  College 

Admission.  Sandhills  Community  College  maintains  an  “open-door”  admission  policy  for  high 
school  graduates  and  others  16  or  older  who  hold  a  high  school  equivalency  certificate  (GED) 
or  an  adult  high  school  diploma. 

Admission  to  associate  degree,  diploma,  and  certificate  programs  requires  submission  of  the 
official  application  form  and  one  of  the  following:  an  official  high  school  transcript  indicating 
graduation  with  a  diploma,  a  high  school  equivalency  certificate  (GED),  or  an  adult  high  school 
diploma.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  student  to  make  certain  that  these  documents  are  sent. 

Applicants  who  are  18  or  older  but  who  do  not  have  a  high  school  diploma,  GED,  or  adult  high 
school  diploma  are  accepted  for  admission  to  an  adult  basic  education,  high  school  equivalency, 
or  adult  high  school  program. 

Admission  to  the  college  does  not  guarantee  placement  into  a  specific  program  of  study.  (See 
Orientation  and  Program  Placement  on  page  25  of  this  catalog) 

Concurrently  Enrolled  High  School  Students.  In  compliance  with  state  law,  Sandhills 
Community  College  will  cooperate  with  public  school  superintendents  and  private  school 
headmasters  in  arranging  for  high  school  students  to  be  concurrently  enrolled  in  college 
courses.  Students  must  be  16  years  old  and  enrolled  in  two  high  school  classes.  High  school 
students  shall  initiate  planning  for  enrollment  in  college  courses  by  seeking  approval  from  high 
school  officials.  Students  granted  approval  for  concurrent  enrollment  must  complete  a  college 
application  and  must  be  covered  by  a  letter  signed  by  high  school  officials.  On  completion  of 
courses,  college  credit  will  be  awarded,  grades  will  be  recorded,  and  permanent  academic 
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records  will  be  established  at  the  college.  High  school  officials  will  decide  how  students  will  be 
credited  with  courses  taken  at  the  college. 

Concurrently  enrolled  high  school  students  may  be  required  to  make  a  satisfactory  score  on  the  j 
college  placement  test  prior  to  taking  restricted  college-level  courses.  Concurrently  enrolled 
students  will  not  be  allowed  to  register  for  any  developmental  courses.  Exceptions  to  this  policy 
may  be  approved  by  the  dean  of  student  life  or  the  dean  of  instruction.  j 

1  6  Readmission.  Students  who  re-enroll  in  the  college  after  an  absence  of  one  or  more  semesters 
(with  the  exception  of  the  summer  semester)  should  contact  the  Admissions  office  to  update 
their  applications.  Readmitted  students  will  be  subject  to  program  placement  requirements  and  i 
the  requirements  of  the  catalog  in  effect  at  the  time  of  their  re-entry.  (See  section  on  Academic 
Probation  and  Suspension  on  page  41  regarding  readmission  of  suspended  students.) 

Admission  of  Foreign  Students.  Proficiency  in  the  English  language,  exhibited  by  a  TOEFL 
score  not  more  than  two  years  old  of  at  least  550  on  the  paper-based  test  or  213  on  the 
computer-based  test,  satisfactory  academic  records,  and  a  local  sponsor  are  important  factors 
in  the  admission  decision  for  all  applicants  from  outside  the  United  States  seeking  an  F-1 
student  visa.  Foreign  students  must  have  graduated  from  a  secondary  school  that  is  equivalent 
to  secondary  schools  in  the  United  States.  The  college  placement  tests  are  required  of  all 
foreign  (F-1)  applicants.  Students  should  contact  a  university  in  their  native  country  for 
information  about  the  Test  of  English  as  a  Foreign  Language  (TOEFL).  Foreign  applicants 
should  write  to  the  Office  of  Admissions  at  Sandhills  Community  College  for  additional 
information. 

Foreign  born  U.S.  citizens  and  resident  aliens  possessing  an  1-551  card  will  be  admitted  and 
placed  under  regular  admission  policies. 

Transfer  Students.  Transfer  students  must  meet  the  same  admission  criteria  as  all  new 
students.  Sandhills  Community  College  will  consider  granting  credit  for  work  done  at  other 
regionally  accredited  institutions  of  higher  education.  Courses  accepted  for  transfer  credit  must 
parallel  course  offerings  at  Sandhills  Community  College  as  determined  by  the  registrar  and/or 
the  appropriate  department  chairperson.  Transfer  credit  may  be  allowed  for  courses  in  which  a 
student  has  made  a  grade  of  “C”  or  higher.  (The  grade  point  average  earned  at  other  institutions  j 
does  not  affect  the  student’s  admission  status  or  grade  point  average  at  Sandhills  Community 
College.) 

In  addition  to  submitting  all  other  application  materials,  a  student  desiring  to  receive  transfer 
credit  must  submit  official  transcripts  of  all  post-secondary  credits  previously  earned  at  other 
institutions.  These  transcripts  become  a  part  of  the  student’s  permanent  record  and  cannot  be 
sent  to  other  institutions.  A  transfer  student  may  not  be  required  to  take  the  placement  test.  The 
registrar  will  determine  if  this  test  is  required. 

Special  Students.  Any  high  school  graduate  who  does  not  plan  to  earn  a  degree,  diploma,  or 
certificate  but  wishes  to  enroll  in  a  college  credit  course  (not  a  continuing  education  class)  may 
be  admitted  as  a  special  student.  Special  students  may  register  for  courses  if  course 
prerequisites  are  met  and  if  space  exists  in  the  class.  A  regular  student’s  registration  may  take 
precedence  over  a  special  student’s  registration.  Exceptions  to  any  of  the  above  statements 
must  be  approved  by  the  dean  of  instruction. 
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For  admission  to  Sandhills  Community  College,  the  special  student  must  complete  an 
application  form,  which  is  available  in  the  Admissions  Office.  Upon  a  later  decision  to  pursue  a 
degree,  diploma,  or  certificate  at  Sandhills  Community  College,  the  special  student  will  be  asked 
to  submit  proof  of  high  school  graduation  and  meet  certain  placement  criteria. 

Special  students  will  be  required  to  make  a  satisfactory  score  on  the  college  placement  test  or 
show  proof  of  course  completion  with  a  college  transcript  prior  to  enrolling  in  English, 
mathematics,  or  other  restricted  college-level  courses.  Students  who  have  not  met  at  least  one 
of  these  requirements  will  be  allowed  to  register  only  for  ENG  080/060,  MAT  060,  and  other  non-  1  J 
restricted  courses. 

Special  students  are  not  eligible  to  receive  financial  aid  or  veterans’  benefits. 

After  successfully  completing  16  semester  hours  of  course  work,  a  special  student  should  meet 
with  a  counselor  concerning  possible  placement  into  a  curriculum. 

Home-Schooled  Students.  Home-schooled  students  must  meet  the  same  admission 
requirements  as  all  new  students.  Additionally,  documentation  of  registration  with  the  state  must 
be  forwarded  to  the  Admissions  Office. 

Gifted  Students  Under  Sixteen  Years  Old.  Gifted  students  under  the  age  of  sixteen  may  be 
allowed  to  enroll  in  college  level  courses;  however,  they  cannot  displace  other  students. 
Prospective  students  must  submit  the  college  application,  aptitude,  and  achievement  test 
scores,  and  must  be  recommended  and  approved  by  designated  administrators  at  their 
appropriate  educational  setting  and  at  the  college  level.  College  placement  must  indicate 
readiness  for  college-level  coursework.  Students  under  the  age  of  fifteen  must  be  accompanied 
on  campus  by  an  approved,  designated  adult.  An  information  packet  may  be  obtained  in  the 
Admissions  Office. 

Visiting  Students.  A  visiting  student  is  a  student  who  is  pursuing  a  degree  at  another  institution 
but  who  is  taking  courses  at  Sandhills  Community  College  with  the  intent  of  transferring  credit 
for  those  courses  to  the  home  institution.  A  visiting  student  will  be  classified  as  a  special  student 
and  may  register  for  courses  only  if  course  prerequisites  are  met  and  if  space  exists  in  the 
classes.  A  regular  student’s  registration  may  take  precedence  over  a  visiting  student’s 
registration.  A  visiting  student  must  submit  an  application  and  is  encouraged  to  obtain  written 
permission  of  the  institution  from  which  graduation  is  planned. 

Determining  Residence  and  Tuition  Status.  To  qualify  for  in-state  tuition,  legal  residents  must 
have  maintained  domicile  in  North  Carolina  for  at  least  twelve  months  immediately  prior  to 
classification  as  residents  for  tuition  purposes.  In  order  to  be  eligible  for  such  classification, 
individuals  must  establish  that  their  presence  in  the  state  during  the  twelve-month  period  was 
for  purposes  of  maintaining  a  bona  fide  domicile  rather  than  for  purposes  of  mere  temporary 
residence  incident  to  enrollment  in  an  institution  of  higher  education.  With  proper 
documentation,  active  military  personnel  stationed  in  and  living  in  North  Carolina  and  their 
dependents  will  not  pay  more  for  a  given  course  than  the  applicable  in-state  tuition  rate. 

The  Office  of  Admissions  has  the  authority  and  responsibility  for  determining  residence  status 
for  tuition  purposes.  The  office  will  use  A  Manual  to  Assist  the  Public  Higher  Education 
Institutions  of  North  Carolina  in  The  Matter  of  Student  Residence  Classification  for  Tuition 
Purposes  in  making  residency  determinations.  A  copy  of  this  manual  is  on  reserve  in  the  Boyd 
Library.  Residence  applications  may  be  obtained  in  the  Admissions  Office. 
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Any  student  who  wishes  to  appeal  the  residency  decision  may  originate  an  appeal  with  the  Dean 
of  Enrollment  Management.  Students  may  be  asked  to  provide  more  detailed  information  in  the 
appeal  process. 

Students  intending  to  transfer  from  Sandhills  Community  College  should  explore  the  residency 
practices  of  the  college  or  university  to  which  they  intend  to  transfer. 

1  g  Financial  Information 

Tuition  and  Fees.  Tuition  for  all  courses  is  set  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Legislature  and 
subject  to  change  by  its  actions.  For  the  year  2001-2002,  the  in-state  curriculum  tuition  for  all 
college  credit  courses  was  set  at  $27.50  per  credit  hour  up  to  a  maximum  of  $440.00  for  sixteen 
or  more  credits  during  the  fall  and  spring  semesters. 

Out-of-state  tuition  was  set  at  the  rate  of  $169.75  per  credit  hour  each  semester  up  to  a 
maximum  of  $2,716.00  for  sixteen  or  more  credit  hours  for  the  fall  and  spring  semesters. 

The  maximum  number  of  credit  hours  that  constitutes  a  full  load  for  the  summer  sessions  will 
be  determined  by  the  NC  State  Legislature. 

In  addition  to  tuition,  all  students  enrolled  fall  and/or  spring  semester  are  charged  a  student 
activity  fee  of  $14,  which  covers  the  cost  of  a  parking  sticker,  an  I.D.  card,  accident  insurance 
coverage,  library  and  audiovisual  privileges,  activities  sponsored  by  the  Student  Government 
Association,  and  a  diploma  for  graduates.  Student  activity  fees  for  concurrently  enrolled 
students  and  those  students  exclusively  enrolled  in  distance  learning  classes  will  be  waived. 
These  students  need  to  identify  themselves  as  such  to  the  cashier  in  order  for  these  fees  to  be 
waived. 

North  Carolina  residents  who  are  65  years  or  older  do  not  pay  tuition,  but  are  charged  student 
and  laboratory/technology  fees. 

The  basic  tuition  and  fee  structure  at  Sandhills  Community  College  is  in  accordance  with  policies 
established  by  the  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  and  is  subject  to  change  without  notice. 
Tuition  and  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  time  of  registration. 

Special  Program/Course  Expenses.  Some  programs  require  miscellaneous  expenses  for 
supplies,  tools,  uniforms,  and  equipment.  Instructors  in  the  following  programs  will  provide 
specific  information  about  such  costs:

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In  addition,  students  enrolled  in  selected  courses,  including  most  developmental  (zero  prefix) 
courses,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  laboratory/technology  fee  of  $10  per  course.  Students 
enrolled  in  courses  that  take  part  in  personal  service  or  medical  related  situations,  such  as 
clinical  experiences,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  $18  per  course  for  professional  liability 
insurance. 

Graduation  Fee.  Graduating  students  are  expected  to  participate  in  commencement  exercises. 
Requests  for  any  exception  to  this  requirement  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Registrar’s 
Office  and  approved  by  the  dean  of  student  life.  Graduation  costs  will  be  approximately  $25.  *  9 

Refund  of  Tuition  and  Fees 
State  Refund  Policy 

The  refund  policy  is  set  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Legislature  and  is  subject  to  change  by  its 
actions.  A  pre-registered  curriculum  student  who  officially  drops  one  or  more  classes  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  the  semester  will  be  eligible  for  a  one  hundred  percent  (100%)  tuition  refund.  The 
student  fee  will  also  be  refunded  if  the  student  drops  all  classes  prior  to  the  first  day  of  the 
semester.  Thereafter,  a  refund  of  seventy-five  percent  (75%)  of  the  tuition  will  be  made  through 
the  ten  percent  (10%)  date  of  the  semester.  All  tuition  will  be  refunded  if  a  class  is  canceled. 

Federal  Refund  Policy 

The  Federal  Refund  Policy  applies  to  all  students  receiving  federal  financial  aid  funds  including 
those  who  qualify  for  the  state  refund  policy  mentioned  above.  This  policy  requires  the  school 
to  determine  the  amount  of  Title  IV  aid  a  student  has  earned.  The  earned  amount  is  determined 
by  calculating  the  number  of  class  days  prior  to  the  date  of  withdrawal.  The  unearned  portion 
must  be  returned.  This  may  require  repayment  by  the  student  of  all  or  part  of  any  federal  money 
received  by  the  student. 

Refunds  will  be  allocated  by  law  according  to  the  following  order: 

1.  Loans  2.  Grants

Federal  Subsidized  FSEOG 

Federal  PLUS 

Students  may  obtain  further  information  regarding  these  refund  policies  and  refund  calculations 
from  the  Financial  Aid  Office. 

Registration  for  Curriculum  Classes 

Registration  dates  for  each  semester  are  listed  in  the  academic  calendar  located  in  the  front  of 
this  catalog.  Admission  and  program  placement  requirements  must  be  met  before  students  may 
register.  Students  are  not  officially  registered  for  classes  until  tuition  and  fees  have  been  paid. 
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Student  Records 

The  personal  records  of  students  are  supervised  by  the  registrar.  Material  contained  in  students’ 
personal  folders,  with  the  exception  of  confidential  letters  of  recommendation  written  prior  to 
January  1 , 1 975,  may  be  reviewed  by  students  upon  request  to  the  registrar.  In  accordance  with 
the  Family  Rights  and  Privacy  Act  of  1974,  certain  student  information  categorized  as  “Directory 
Information”  may  be  provided  to  persons  other  than  the  student.  Directory  information  includes 
the  student’s  name,  address,  telephone  number,  date  and  place  of  birth,  major  field  of  study, 
2  0  participation  in  officially  recognized  activities  and  sports,  dates  of  attendance,  class  schedule, 
class  roster,  photograph,  degrees  and  awards  received,  and  the  most  recent  educational 
agency  or  institution  attended  by  the  student.  A  student  who  desires  that  any  or  all  of  the  above- 
stated  directory  information  not  be  released  must  sign  a  request  in  the  Registrar’s  Office  no  later 
than  two  weeks  after  registration  each  semester. 


Grades 


Grades  are  mailed  directly  to  the  student.  Grades  are  provided  to  other  schools,  parents, 
guardians,  or  others  only  with  the  written  authorization  of  the  student.  This  authorization  must 
be  given  to  the  registrar. 

Transcripts 


Transcripts  will  be  issued  only  upon  a  student’s  written  request  to  the  registrar.  The  Registrar’s 
Office  requires  a  48-hour  advance  notice  of  this  request.  A  $5  fee  will  be  charged  to  students 
for  transcripts  provided  on  demand  or  by  fax.  No  official  transcript  may  be  issued  to  or  for  an 
enrolled  student  who  is  indebted  to  the  college. 

Financial  Aid  Information 


Financial  assistance  at  SCO  is  available  for  degree-seeking  students  in  qualified  programs 
through  grants,  scholarships,  loans  and/or  work-study  employment.  A  student  must  apply 
for  financial  assistance  and  may  be  offered  a  single  type  of  assistance  or  a  combination  package 
depending  on  the  level  of  need  and  eligibility  requirements.  Aid  may  be  provided  by  or  through 
the  college,  federal  and  state  agencies,  foundations,  or  corporations.  The  student’s  family  is 
expected  to  make  a  maximum  effort  to  assist  with  educational  expenses.  Financial  assistance 
from  the  college  and  other  sources  should  be  considered  only  as  a  supplement  to  the  efforts  of 
the  family.  All  policies  pertaining  to  financial  aid  regulations  and  procedures  are  available  for 
viewing  in  the  Financial  Aid  office.  Apply  early!  Financial  aid  programs  available  at  Sandhills 
include: 


Federal  PELL  Grant.  The  Federal  Pell  Grant  Program  is  the  largest  federal  student  financial 
aid  program.  Pell  grants  are  awarded  to  help  undergraduates  who  are  in  curriculum  programs 
pay  for  their  education  after  high  school.  These  grants  do  not  have  to  be  repaid.  To  apply  for 
a  Federal  Pell  Grant,  students  need  to  complete  the  Free  Application  for  Federal  Student  Aid 
(FAFSA).  The  grant  amount  is  determined  by  the  federal  government  and  awarded  based  on 
need.  Students  must  complete  the  financial  aid  process  prior  to  their  last  date  of  attendance  in 
an  academic  year. 
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Federal  Supplemental  Educational  Opportunity  Grants.  Federal  Supplemental  Educational 

Opportunity  Grants  (FSEOG)  are  awarded  to  undergraduates  with  exceptional  financial  need 
(with  priority  given  to  Pell  Grant  recipients)  and  do  not  have  to  be  repaid.  Candidates  for  this 
grant  are  selected  from  applicants  who  have  completed  the  FAFSA.  Students  must  complete  the 
financial  aid  process  prior  to  their  last  date  of  attendance  in  an  academic  year. 

North  Carolina  Community  College  Grant  and  the  North  Carolina  Student  Incentive  Grant. 

The  North  Carolina  Community  College  Grant  follows  the  same  guidelines  as  the  Federal  Pell 
Grant  Program.  A  student  does  not  have  to  be  eligible  for  a  Pell  Grant  to  be  eligible  for  NCCCG.  2 
Candidates  for  this  grant  are  selected  from  applicants  who  have  completed  the  FAFSA. 
NCCCG  is  only  available  in  the  fall-spring  semesters.  Applications  for  financial  aid  must  be 
processed  prior  to  April  30th  of  the  academic  year. 

The  North  Carolina  Student  Incentive  Grant  is  a  grant  awarded  by  the  state  to  the  neediest 
students.  Candidates  for  this  grant  are  selected  from  applicants  that  have  their  FAFSA 
processed  by  March  15th  prior  to  the  academic  year. 

Scholarships.  SCC  offers  many  endowed  and  donor  scholarships.  Please  contact  the 
Financial  Aid  Office  for  a  detailed  list  of  these  scholarships.  Scholarship  applications  and 
awards  are  made  during  the  spring  semester  prior  to  the  upcoming  fall  semester.  Applications 
can  be  obtained  at  the  SCC  Financial  Aid  Office. 

Federal  College  Work-Study  and  Community  Service.  The  Federal  College  Work-Study 
Program  provides  jobs  for  students  who  need  additional  financial  aid.  FWS  gives  the  student  a 
chance  to  earn  money  to  pay  for  their  educational  expenses  both  on  and  off  campus.  FWS 
students  work  an  average  of  10  hours  a  week  at  a  rate  determined  by  the  institution.  After 
federal  aid  eligibility  has  been  determined,  the  student  may  come  by  the  Financial  Aid  Office  to 
complete  a  Work-Study  Application.  One  must  be  a  full-time  student  to  participate  in  the  Work- 
I  Study  program.  Placement  will  be  based  upon  availability  and  skills.  The  student  will  then  be 
placed  in  the  position,  and  a  supervisor  will  be  assigned  to  monitor  the  work  performed  in  the 
position.  Work-study  students  are  required  to  complete  a  monthly  time  sheet  and  are  paid  at 
the  end  of  the  following  month.  Eligible  students  can  be  placed  in  work-study  positions  up  to 
April  1st  for  each  academic  year  based  upon  funds  available.  This  is  a  great  opportunity  for 
students  to  gain  valuable  work  experience. 

Federal  Loan  Program.  Federal  loans  are  available  for  curriculum  students.  The  student  must 
first  complete  the  FAFSA  in  order  to  be  considered  for  federal  loans.  There  are  two  basic  types 
of  loans:  Stafford,  (subsidized  and  unsubsidized)  and  PLUS.  A  separate  application  must  be 
completed  along  with  online  entrance  loan  counselor.  See  the  Financial  Aid  Office  to  discuss 
this  program  and  complete  an  application.  Federal  Stafford  loans  are  not  guaranteed.  A  credit 
check  is  performed  on  applicants  by  the  lender.  The  loan  application  must  be  ready  to  process 
by  December  1st  for  fall  semester  and  by  March  15th  for  spring  semester  each  year. 

Hope  Scholarship  Tax  Credit.  The  Hope  Scholarship  Tax  Credit  is  a  tax  incentive  that  may 
reduce  the  amount  of  taxes  paid  by  the  student  or  the  parents  of  community  college  students. 

This  credit  may  be  claimed  for  two  taxable  years  for  each  eligible  student.  A  credit  of  up  to 
$1,500  for  qualified  tuition  and  related  fees  is  possible  for  each  eligible  student  in  a  family.  For 
more  information  on  this  benefit,  see  IRS  Publication  970,  or  come  by  the  Financial  Aid  Office. 
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Other  Outside  Scholarships  and  Funds.  There  are  other  outside  scholarships  and  funds 
available  to  assist  students.  Some  of  these  include  employer  paid  tuition,  Workforce  Investment 
Act  through  the  Employment  Security  Commission,  Vocational  Rehabilitation,  Department  of 
Social  Services,  and  Veterans  Administration.  Please  see  the  appropriate  agency  to  determine 
qualification  for  any  of  these  programs. 

Child  Care  Grants.  Limited  child  care  subsidies  are  available  to  economically  disadvantaged 
students.  An  application  may  be  obtained  from  the  Child  Care  Coordinator  in  the  Financial  Aid 
2  2  Department.  The  open  application  period  begins  in  June  and  the  process  of  awarding  child  care 
subsidies  starts  in  July.  Applications  are  received  on  a  continuing  basis  during  the  school  year, 
and  a  waiting  list  is  maintained  until  the  following  June.  At  that  time,  continuing  students 
receiving  subsidies  are  re-certified.  Re-certification  is  not  guaranteed.  Students  not  receiving 
previous  subsidies  may  re-apply  and  new  students  may  apply.  A  history  of  satisfactory 
academic  progress  (2.0  GPA)  is  required,  and  the  student  must  maintain  satisfactory  academic 
progress  to  continue  receiving  a  child  care  subsidy. 

Federal  Aid  Eligibility  Requirements 

A  student  must... 

•  file  a  Free  Application  for  Federal  Student  Aid  (FAFSA)  obtained  by  a  high  school 
counselor  or  the  Financial  Aid  Office  at  Sandhills  Community  College.  He/she  must 
file  one  application  each  school  year. 

•  only  take  courses  that  are  needed  to  fulfill  graduation  requirements. 

•  enroll  as  a  degree-seeking  student  in  an  eligible  program. 

•  have  an  official  high  school  or  GED  transcript  on  file  with  the  Admissions  office. 

•  be  a  U.S.  citizen  or  an  eligible  non-citizen. 

•  demonstrate  financial  need. 

•  make  satisfactory  progress  in  his/her  course  of  study. 

•  not  be  in  default  on  a  federally  subsidized  education  loan. 

•  not  owe  a  refund  on  a  Federal  Pell  Grant  or  Federal  Supplemental  Educational 
Opportunity  Grant. 

•  not  have  been  convicted  of  a  drug-related  offense  within  the  past  year. 

A  student  will  not  receive  financial  aid  for  courses  attempted  more  than  two  (2)  times. 

Veterans  Educational  Benefits 

Veterans  Affairs.  Sandhills  Community  College  education  programs  are  approved  by  the  North 
Carolina  State  Approving  Agency  for  the  enrollment  of  persons  eligible  for  education  assistance 
benefits  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  (VA).  Those  entitled  to  VA  benefits  are 
eligible  veterans,  participants  in  the  Montgomery  G.l.  Bill  contributory  program,  active  duty 
military  in  voluntary  education  programs,  drilling  National  Guard,  drilling  Reservists,  and 
spouses  and  children  of  disabled  or  deceased  veterans.  The  Office  of  Veterans  Affairs  in  the 
Student  Services  Center  provides  information  and  assistance  to  students  applying  for  VA 
education  benefits.  Following  is  a  general  description  of  the  veteran  benefit  programs  available 
at  SCC.  Please  see  the  VA  Certifying  Official  regarding  any  specific  questions  regarding  these 
programs. 
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The  Montgomery  Gl  Bill  (MGIB).  The  MGIB  program  provides  up  to  36  months  of  education 
benefits.  This  benefit  may  be  used  for  approved  degree  and  certificate  programs  here  at  SCC. 
Remedial,  deficiency,  and  refresher  courses  may  be  approved  under  certain  circumstances. 
Generally,  benefits  are  payable  for  10  years  following  an  individual’s  release  from  active  duty. 

This  program  is  also  commonly  known  as  Chapter  30. 

The  Montgomery  Gl  Bill-Selected  Reserve  (MGIB-SR).  The  MGIB-SR  program  may  be 
available  to  a  student  if  he/she  is  a  member  of  the  Selected  Reserve.  The  Selected  Reserve 
includes  the  Army  Reserve,  Navy  Reserve,  Air  Force  Reserve,  Marine  Corps  Reserve  and  2  3 
Coast  Guard  Reserve,  and  the  Army  National  Guard  and  the  Air  National  Guard.  This  benefit 
may  be  used  for  approved  degree  and  certificate  programs  here  at  SCC.  Remedial,  deficiency, 
and  refresher  courses  may  be  approved  under  certain  circumstances. 

Veterans  Educational  Assistance  Program  (VEAP).  VEAP  is  available  if  the  student  first 
entered  active  duty  between  January  1,  1977,  and  June  30,  1985  and  elects  to  make 
contributions  from  his/her  military  pay  to  participate  in  this  education  benefit  program.  The 
Government  matches  contributions  on  a  $2  for  $1  basis.  This  benefit  may  be  used  for  approved 
degree  and  certificate  programs  here  at  SCC.  Remedial,  deficiency,  and  refresher  courses  may 
be  approved  under  certain  circumstances. 

Survivors’  and  Dependents’  Educational  Assistance  Program  (DEA).  DEA  provides 
education  and  training  opportunities  to  eligible  dependents  of  veterans  who  are  permanently 
and  totally  disabled  due  to  a  service-related  condition,  or  who  died  while  on  active  duty  or  as  a 
result  of  a  service  related  condition.  The  program  offers  up  to  45  months  of  education  benefits. 
These  benefits  may  be  used  for  approved  degree  and  certificate  programs  here  at  SCC. 

j  Work-Study  Program.  This  program  is  available  to  any  student  who  is  receiving  VA  education 
!  benefits  and  attending  school  at  least  three-quarter  time.  An  individual  working  under  this 
program  may  work  at  the  school  veterans’  office  or  at  approved  State  employment  offices. 
Work-study  is  paid  at  the  minimum  wage  rate  and  can  work  up  to  25  hours  a  week. 

NC  National  Guard  Tuition  Assistance  Program  (TAP).  This  program  is  available  to  any 
student  who  is  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  National  Guard  and  pays  tuition/fees.  Students 
|  who  wish  to  use  TAP  must  submit  a  completed  OTAGNC  Form  621-100  from  their  commanding 
officer.  This  form  must  be  completed  each  semester. 

i  Sandhills  Community  College  is  a  member  of  the  Service  Members  Opportunity  Colleges 
(SMOC)  and  a  participant  in  the  Concurrent  Admissions  Program  (ConAP). 

General  Eligibility  Requirements.  To  be  eligible  for  educational  benefits,  the  student  must  be 
enrolled  in  an  approved  curriculum,  taking  only  those  courses  required  for  graduation  in  the 
chosen  curriculum.  A  student  may  have  two  (2)  majors  and  still  receive  VA  benefits.  Students 
|  must  maintain  Satisfactory  Academic  Progress  under  the  same  standards  as  Financial  Aid 

Recipients. 

The  VA  will  not  pay  for  enrollment  in  the  following:  (1)  course  audits,  (2)  independent  study,  (3) 
repeated  courses  previously  passed,  (4)  credit  by  examination,  (5)  courses  not  required  in 
chosen  curriculum,  and  (6)  courses  attempted  more  than  two  times. 
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Documentation.  VA  regulations  governing  institution-approved  training  of  veterans  and/or 
dependents  of  veterans  require  that  certain  documents  be  on  file  prior  to  certification  of 
enrollment.  Certification  will  not  be  made  until  the  VA  Certifying  Official  receives  all 
documentation.  It  takes  60-90  days  from  the  date  of  certification  for  benefits  to  start.  Required 
documentation  is  as  follows: 

1.  Application  for  Admission  with  all  required  documentation; 

2.  Proper  Application  for  VA  benefits  (form  22-1990,  22-5490,  or  28-1990)  and  all  required 
2  4  supporting  documentation,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  following  items: 

(a)  Certified  copy  of  Page  4  of  the  DD-214,  or  National  Guard  form  DD-2384  “NOBE” 
signed  by  the  Unit  Commander; 

(b)  Copy  of  marriage  certificate  (if  applicable); 

(c)  Copy  of  divorce  decree  (if  applicable); 

(d)  Dependent  children’s  birth  certificates  (if  applicable); 

3.  Official  high  school  transcript  or  GED  scores  and  all  academic  transcripts  from  each 
college  previously  attended; 

If  VA  benefits  have  been  received  for  prior  training,  the  student  must  submit  form  22-1995, 
Change  of  Program  or  Place  of  Training. 

All  veterans  and  dependents  of  veterans  are  required  to  submit  a  copy  of  their  class  schedule 
to  the  VA  Certifying  Official  each  semester.  A  student  will  not  be  certified  for  benefits  until  this 
schedule  is  submitted.  Also,  students  receiving  VA  benefits  must  notify  the  VA  Certifying  Official 
of  any  changes  in  class  load  or  enrollment  status. 

All  students  who  are  receiving  veteran  educational  benefits  are  required  to  submit  monthly 
attendance  sheets  to  the  VA  Certifying  Official.  These  sheets  must  be  signed  by  the  class 
instructors  and  submitted  no  later  than  the  last  class  day  of  each  month.  Failure  to  submit 
monthly  attendance  sheets  each  month  may  result  in  termination  of  benefits.  This  attendance 
verification  is  separate  and  does  not  substitute  for  VA  Verification  of  Enrollment  requirements. 

Assessment 

Placement  testing  is  necessary  for  all  students  who  plan  to  enter  an  instructional  program  and 
all  special  students  who  enroll  in  English,  mathematics,  or  other  restricted  courses.  The  ASSET 
and  COMPASS  tests  are  designed  to  assess  academic  abilities  in  the  areas  of  reading,  writing, 
and  mathematics.  The  results  are  used  by  counselors  and  academic  advisors  to  place  students 
in  the  courses  that  are  appropriate  to  their  academic  needs.  Placement  testing  is  conducted  on 
scheduled  dates  throughout  the  year  or  by  individual  appointment  for  students  with  special 
needs.  Submission  of  SAT  or  ACT  scores  taken  within  five  (5)  years  may  exempt  one  from 
placement  assessment.  Test  dates  and  other  pertinent  information  can  be  obtained  by 
contacting  the  Student  Services  Center. 

Students  who  do  not  make  a  satisfactory  score  on  the  placement  test  may  be  allowed  to  retest 
using  an  alternative  form  of  the  test.  In  addition,  students  may  challenge  a  course  by  passing 
a  departmental  exam  and  earning  Credit  by  Exam  (CE).  Those  interested  in  retesting  or 
challenging  a  course  should  contact  the  testing  officer  after  they  have  attended  an  orientation 
session. 
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Orientation  and  Program  Placement 


Shortly  after  testing  has  been  completed  and  prior  to  enrollment,  each  student  is  required  to 
participate  in  an  orientation  session. 


Students  who  desire  to  enter  a  specific  instructional  program  and  who  meet  the  testing  and 
placement  criteria  will  be  placed  in  the  program  of  their  choice  as  long  as  vacancies  exist. 
Placement  of  qualified  candidates  into  the  programs  will  be  made  according  to  the  date  the 
candidates  successfully  meet  testing  and  placement  criteria  and  all  required  records  are 
received  by  the  college.  Program  placement  requirements  and  special  program  requirements 
are  outlined  on  program  sheets  that  can  be  obtained  from  the  Student  Services  Center. 


Placement  into  collaborative  programs  will  be  determined  by  program  placement  criteria 
established  by  the  host  institution. 


Certain  programs  require  specified  test  scores  that  indicate  academic  readiness.  Students  who 
do  not  meet  these  test  scores  may  be  advised  to  enroll  in  developmental  courses  to  prepare 
them  for  program  placement  at  a  later  time.

Students  placed  into  ENG  080/060  or  RED  080  who  wish  to  enroll  in  college  courses  will  be 
limited  to  the  following  courses  until  they  have  successfully  completed  ENG  080/060  and  RED

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Automobile  Registration 

All  students  who  park  vehicles  on  campus  must  register  their  vehicles  at  the  time  of  course 
registration.  The  cost  of  parking  stickers  is  included  in  the  student  fee  payable  at  registration.  , 

Services 

Students  with  Disabilities.  The  college  strives  to  provide  an  equal  educational  opportunity  to 
2  6  applicants  and  encourages  students  with  disabilities  to  enroll.  Every  effort  is  made  by  the 
college  to  comply  with  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  and  reasonable  accommodations  will 
be  made  for  all  who  demonstrate  a  legitimate  need.  The  campus  is  largely  barrier-free  and 
accessible.  Faculty  and  staff  are  available  to  assist  where  feasible.  Students  in  need  of  special 
assistance  should  contact  the  Advising  Coordinator  in  the  Advising  Center  at  their  earliest 
convenience. 

Bookstore.  Students  can  purchase  textbooks,  school  supplies,  sportswear,  and  other 
accessories  at  the  college  bookstore.  Bookstore  hours  of  operation  will  be  posted.  During 
registration  (and  the  add  period),  the  bookstore  will  keep  hours  comparable  to  those  of  day  and 
evening  registration. 

Cafeteria.  Sandhills  Cafeteria  offers  a  quality  assortment  of  reasonably  priced  breakfast,  lunch, 
and  dinner  items  for  students,  employees,  and  visitors.  Food  sales  are  supplemented  by 
vending  machine  selections.  For  special  college  events  the  cafeteria  provides  professional 
catering  services.  The  cafeteria  maintains  evening  hours  during  the  fall  and  spring  semesters. 

SCC  Webpage.  Visit  the  Sandhills  Community  College  webpage  at  http://www.sandhills.edu  for 
a  wide  range  of  information  about  the  college  and  its  services.  Visitors  to  the  website  will  find  class 
schedules,  admissions  and  registration  information  for  both  college  credit  and  continuing 
education  classes  and  pages  for  both  academic  and  extension  departments  and  programs.  The 
SCC  homepage  also  provides  information  about  student  services  and  library  services.  Students 
may  use  electronic  mail  to  contact  counselors,  advisors,  faculty,  financial  aid  and  registration 
personnel.  In  addition,  students  will  have  access  to  all  distance  learning  courses  and  programs,  , 
along  with  helpful  links  to  search  engines  and  resource  materials  on  the  Internet. 

Student  Life 

Campus  Health  and  Safety.  Sandhills  Community  College  is  committed  to  maintaining  a  safe, 
healthy,  and  positive  work  and  learning  environment.  Toward  that  end,  in  a  good  faith  effort  to 
ensure  the  safety  and  welfare  of  all  the  campus  community,  the  college  has  adopted  codes, 
statements,  and  policies  which  are  detailed  in  the  college’s  Student  Handbook  and  the 
Personnel  and  Policy  Manual,  as  well  as  being  posted  on  the  college’s  website 
www.sandhills.edu.  For  further  information  or  copies  of  these  documents,  please  call 
910.692.6185. 

Health  and  Safety  Awareness  Activities.  Guest  speakers,  hosted  by  Student  Services, 
provide  workshops  on  such  topics  as  alcohol/substance  abuse,  campus  security,  crime  and 
crime  prevention,  stress  management,  financial  awareness  and  credit  management,  and  safety 
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issues.  Referrals  are  made,  as  needed,  to  local  agencies  such  as  hospitals,  mental  health 
centers,  social  services,  Friend  to  Friend,  private  counselors,  self-help  groups,  etc.  The  college 
participates  in  a  Student  Assistance  Program  with  a  local  mental  health  agency;  this  program  is 
described  below.  Literature  on  many  health  and  safety  issues  is  provided  in  Student  Services. 

Every  other  year  the  Health,  Safety  and  Environmental  Committee  hosts  a  health  fair  for  all 
faculty,  staff,  and  students. 

Communicable  Disease  Policy.  Any  individual  who  knows  or  has  a  reasonable  basis  for 
believing  that  he  or  she  is  infected  with  a  communicable  disease  (including  but  not  limited  to  ^  ^ 
chickenpox,  hepatitis,  measles,  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome  [AIDS],  meningitis, 
mononucleosis,  and  whooping  cough),  has  an  obligation  to  protect  himself  or  herself  and  others 
from  the  ramifications  of  the  disease.  Specifically,  such  individuals  should  report  this  information 
to  the  appropriate  person  (see  below).  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  try  to  keep  the  matter 
confidential.  Only  persons  with  a  need  to  know  will  be  informed  and  only  with  prior  direct 
knowledge  of  the  individual  who  is  or  believes  he  or  she  may  be  infected. 

Curriculum  students  should  report  a  communicable  disease  condition  to  the  dean  of  student  life 
who  will  contact  the  vice  president  of  instructional  services.  Continuing  education  students 
should  report  such  conditions  to  the  dean  of  continuing  education  who  will  contact  the  vice 
president  of  instructional  services.  The  director  of  Moore  County  Health  Department  will  be 
immediately  notified.  At  the  Hoke  Center,  communicable  disease  conditions  should  be  reported 
to  the  Hoke  Center  director  who  will  then  report  them  to  the  Hoke  County  Health  Department. 

The  vice  president  will  take  appropriate  steps  to  ensure  the  medical  safety  of  the  student  and 
the  college  community;  if  deemed  necessary  for  the  good  of  all,  the  student  may  be  asked  to 
remove  himself  or  herself  from  the  campus  until  a  necessary  evaluation  of  the  condition  is 
completed  and  the  president  of  the  college  issues  a  final  ruling  concerning  the  enrollment  status 
of  the  student. 

This  policy  is  one  part  of  the  college’s  on-going  attempt  to  promote  awareness,  education,  and 
counseling  on  communicable  diseases. 

Counseling.  Counselors  are  available  to  assist  students  in  coping  with  any  concerns  or 
difficulties  they  may  experience  while  attending  college.  Counselors  help  with  personal, 
academic,  and  career  counseling;  academic  assessment;  program  placement  and  program 
change;  course  recommendations;  orientation  programs;  housing  information;  and  employment 
opportunities.  Counseling  sessions  provide  opportunities  for  students  to  ask  questions  or  share 
concerns  about  college  life.  Sandhills  Community  College  and  the  Sandhills  Center  for  Mental 
:  Health  have  established  a  Student  Assistance  Program  to  provide  students  additional  resources 
in  dealing  with  problems  affecting  home,  school,  or  work.  Students  should  speak  to  a  counselor 

for  more  information. 

Career  Services.  Career  Services  staff  members  provide  counseling  and  guidance  in  the  areas 
of  self-awareness,  career  exploration,  job  search  skills,  and  employment  opportunities.  These 
i  services  are  available  to  all  enrolled  students,  alumni,  and  prospective  students  of  the  College. 

The  staff  includes  a  career  counselor  and  a  job  placement  coordinator.  Below  are  some  of  the 
many  resources  offered  by  Career  Services  to  students  and  others. 
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Career  Development.  The  College’s  Career  Development  Program  provides  numerous 
resources  to  enrolled  and  prospective  students  as  they  explore  career  opportunities  and 
educational  programs.  The  career  counselor  uses  counseling  skills,  testing  instruments,  and 
computer-based  programs  to  assist  students  in  choosing  career  paths,  and  education  programs 
to  prepare  them  for  their  chosen  careers.  Initially,  a  student  schedules  information-gathering  and 
testing  sessions  with  the  career  counselor.  These  are  followed  by  career  exploration  sessions 
that  narrow  a  student’s  occupational  interests.  Once  a  student  makes  a  career  choice,  the 
counselor  aids  in  discovering  the  educational  path  that  best  supports  the  student’s  career 
2  8  choice.  Follow-up  contact  with  the  student  will  be  made  within  six  weeks  after  making  a  career 
decision  to  assess  the  student’s  career  choice  satisfaction  and  to  discuss  additional  career 
concerns.  Ordinarily,  counseling  and  testing  sessions  are  by  appointment  only.  The  Career 
Counseling  Office  is  located  in  Student  Services. 

Career  Resource  Library.  The  Career  Resource  Library  has  several  career-related  books, 
videos,  and  publications  available  for  use  while  visiting  Career  Services.  Occupations  can  be 
explored  using  a  computerized  career  development  software  program.  Additional  resources 
available  to  students  include  the  College’s  Boyd  Library  collection  containing  almost  200 
additional  career-oriented  books  that  may  be  checked  out.  A  current  list  of  Boyd  Library 
resources  is  available  in  Career  Services. 

Job  Placement  Services.  The  College  provides  job  placement  services  for  currently  enrolled 
students  and  recent  graduates  of  Sandhills  Community  College.  Placement  services  include  job 
listings,  workshops  in  job  search  techniques,  job  fairs,  and  job  referrals.  Job  openings  are 
posted  on  the  Student  Job  Board  located  in  Blue  Hall  and  on  college  website  at 
www.sandhills.edu/career.html.  Also  provided  are  a  variety  of  employment  links  for  students  to 
access  the  current  job  market.  Alumni  must  register  for  these  services  by  completing  a  Graduate 
Placement  Data  Sheet,  which  allows  them  to  receive  job  referrals  and  placement  assistance  for 
up  to  five  (5)  years  after  graduation.  The  job  placement  coordinator  can  help  develop  and 
sharpen  job  search  skills.  Classroom  workshops  or  individual  sessions  on  resume  writing  and 
interviewing  are  offered  by  appointment.  The  Job  Placement  office  is  located  in  Student 
Services. 

Job  Fairs.  The  Job  Placement  Office  sponsors  job  fairs  on  campus  during  the  Fall  and  Spring 
Semesters.  Job  fairs  provide  an  opportunity  for  many  types  of  employers  to  come  on  campus 
and  talk  with  students  about  career  opportunities.  The  job  placement  coordinator  works  closely 
with  both  local  and  regional  employers  to  develop  job  opportunities  for  Sandhills  Community 
College  students.  There  are  several  options  available  for  employers  to  hire  Sandhills’  students: 
employers  may  advertise  job  opportunities  through  the  placement  office,  conduct  on  campus 
interviews,  and/or  particpate  in  job  fairs. 

Guarantee  to  Employers.  Sandhills  Community  College  guarantees  that  its  graduates  are 
proficient  in  the  areas  of  knowledge  and  skill  covered  by  their  educational  programs.  In  the 
event  that  an  employer  finds  a  Sandhills  graduate  deficient  in  such  an  area,  the  employer 
should— within  90  days  of  the  graduate’s  employment— contact  the  Dean  of  Enrollment 
Management  at  the  college.  The  Dean  of  Enrollment  Management  will  arrange  to  re-enroll  the 
graduate  in  up  to  three  courses  at  the  college  at  no  charge  to  the  graduate  or  the  employer.  This 
guarantee  applies  to  graduates  of  two-year  associate  in  applied  science  degree  programs  and 
one-year  diploma  programs. 
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Housing.  Since  Sandhills  Community  College  was  established  to  provide  education  for 
students  within  commuting  distance,  it  has  no  dormitories.  Students  are  responsible  for 
arranging  their  own  housing.  The  college  assists  students  who  desire  local  housing  by  providing 
information  about  realtors  who  can  help  with  available  rentals. 

Student  Government  Association  (SGA).  Student  activities  at  Sandhills  Community  College 
are  sponsored  by  the  Student  Government  Association  (SGA).  Efforts  are  made  to  provide 
students  with  cultural,  social,  recreational,  and  service-oriented  activities. 

The  Student  Government  Association  plans,  executes,  and  supervises  all  student  fee 
expenditures.  Included  in  these  expenditures  is  the  college  accident  insurance  program  that 
provides  blanket  accident  insurance  for  all  students,  student  I.D.s,  parking  stickers,  and 
diplomas  for  graduates. 

Student’s  Role  in  Institutional  Decision-Making.  By  statutory  requirement,  the  student 
president  of  the  Student  Government  Association  serves  ex  officio  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
governing  body  of  the  college. 

Students  are  appointed  to  the  following  standing  committees:  Health,  Safety  and  Environmental; 
Scholarships;  and  Student  Affairs.  In  these  committees,  students  have  opportunities  to  study 
and  comment  on  proposed  policies  and  procedures  and  to  rule  on  appeals  related  to  student 
disciplinary  cases. 

Finally,  the  Student  Government  Association  gives  students  experience  in  representative 
government.  Officers  are  elected  by  the  student  body.  The  Association  plans  and  sponsors 
service,  cultural,  social,  and  recreational  programs  for  its  students.  Students  interested  in 
serving  on  the  SGA  can  get  information  directly  from  the  Sandhills  website  or  the  SGA  advisor. 

Policy  on  Student  Publications.  Although  the  college  has  no  systematic  schedule  of  student 
publications,  the  Student  Government  Association  periodically  and  irregularly  produces  an  in- 
house  bulletin  written  by  students  and  designed  for  students. 

This  bulletin,  when  it  appears,  is  overseen  by  the  SGA  president  and  the  SGA  advisor,  with 
content  by  members  of  the  SGA  and  the  student  body. 

While  it  is  an  informal  piece,  this  bulletin,  like  all  potential  future  student  publications,  is  expected 
to  observe  the  policy  guidelines  for  student  publications. 

The  Policy 

Student  publications  at  Sandhills  Community  College  are  expected  to  represent  the  student 
body  at  its  best. 

The  content  of  such  publications  must  be  in  concert  with  the  college  Student  Code  of  Conduct. 
Specifically,  all  contributors  to  such  publications  are  bound  by  the  elements  of  this  code. 

•  Writing  that  is  threatening  and  creates  an  atmosphere  of  fear  and/or  intimidation  is 
prohibited. 

•  Writing  which  includes  any  element  of  a  sexually  suggestive  or  harassing  nature  is 
prohibited. 
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•  Writing  which  involves  libelous  charges  or  which  constitutes  an  attack  on  another 
member  of  the  college  community  is  prohibited. 

•  Writing  which  makes  use  of  obscene  language  and/or  expletives  is  prohibited. 

Because  this  is  an  educational  institution,  writing  which  appears  in  student-created  publications 
is  expected  to  be  clear,  correct,  and  well-reasoned.  Documents  should  be  well-designed  and 
inviting  to  the  reader. 

3  0  All  materials  for  student  publications  must  be  approved  prior  to  publication  by  the  SGA  advisor. 
Any  disputes  about  content  may  be  taken  to  the  dean  of  student  life  for  resolution  in  concert  with 
the  SGA  advisor,  the  SGA  president,  and  the  student-writer.  There  is  an  inherent  right  to  appeal. 
The  appeal  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  Student  Grievance  Procedure. 

Supervisory  Role  of  the  Institution  Over  Student  Activities.  Policy.  While  Sandhills 
Community  College  takes  very  seriously  its  commitment  to  creating  an  atmosphere  that 
encourages  maximum  student  self-governance  and  a  range  of  stimulating  activities,  the  college 
is  also  mindful  of  its  responsibility  to  oversee  student  life  in  a  responsible  and  proactive  fashion. 
The  supervision  of  student  activities  is  a  function  of  the  Division  of  Student  Services.  A  counselor 
is  assigned  by  the  Dean  of  Student  Life  to  direct  student  activities  and  serve  as  advisor  to  the 
Student  Government  Association  (SGA).  The  advisor  attends  all  SGA  meetings  and  sponsored 
activities  and  serves  as  a  liaison  between  the  SGA  and  the  Dean  of  Student  Life.  A  description 
of  the  supervisory  role  of  the  SGA  advisor  over  the  SGA  and  student  activities  is  found  in  the 
Student  Government  Association  Constitution  and  Bylaws. 

The  SGA  is  the  official  sanctioning  body  for  ail  campus  clubs  and  organizations.  The  SGA 
Constitution  and  Bylaws  notifies  students  of  their  responsibility  in  initiating  and  participating  in  a 
student  club  or  organization.  Student  clubs  and  organizations  must  be  recognized  as  such  in 
order  to  be  permitted  to  use  college  facilities.  Each  club  or  organization  has  a  faculty  or  staff 
member  who  serves  as  advisor  and  meets  regularly  with  the  group. 

Student  activities  at  Sandhills  Community  College  are  evaluated  regularly  through  student 
surveys.  Results  provide  insight  into  student  needs,  interests,  satisfaction,  and  level  of 
participation.  These  insights  are  used  in  determining  appropriate  student  activities. 


Procedures  for  Student  Fundraisers.  All  student  fundraiser  events  must  be  approved  by  the 
SGA  advisor  prior  to  the  event.  Proper  scheduling  will  help  prevent  the  possibility  of  two  events  1 
occurring  on  the  same  day.  Activities  limited  to  campus  (i.e.  bake  sale)  may  be  cleared  informally 
by  phone  or  email.  Requests  for  activities  soliciting  prizes,  donations,  or  funds  from  the  pubic 
must  be  submitted  in  writing.  Before  approval  is  given,  the  development  office  will  be  consulted 
to  ensure  the  activity  relateds  directly  to  the  purpose  of  the  college  and  does  not  conflict  with 
other  fund-raising  activities  or  plans  (See  “Fundraising  Policies  and  Procedures”  in  the 
Personnel  and  Policy  Manual.) 

Student  Conduct  and  Academic  Honesty.  Sandhills  Community  College  strives  to  ensure 
the  existence  of  opportunities  and  conditions  that  are  conducive  to  effective  learning  and 
teaching  and  to  a  sense  of  community.  To  promote  good  student  conduct,  we  prefer  to 
emphasize  guidance,  counseling,  and  example.  Students  are  expected  to  act  appropriately  and 
deal  honestly  in  all  aspects  of  their  interactions  with  the  college  and  their  academic  work. 
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Students  whose  conduct  is  not  acceptable  will  be  subject  to  disciplinary  action  as  described  in 
the  Student  Handbook  and  Academic  Calendar  under  the  sections  on  “Student  Code  of 
Conduct”  and  “Academic  Honesty.” 

Classroom  Conduct.  Faculty  and  students  at  Sandhills  Community  College  have  the  right  to 
a  classroom  atmosphere  that  is  conducive  to  study,  thought,  and  full  concentration  on  study 
topics.  Student  behavior  which  threatens  such  an  atmosphere  and  disrupts  learning  and 
teaching  activities  or  creates  an  atmosphere  of  fear  and  intimidation  of  a  student  or  faculty 
member  will  not  be  tolerated.  The  faculty  and  administration  reserve  the  right  to  remove  a  ^  ^ 
student  from  a  class  or  a  program  or  to  deny  admission  to  a  class  or  a  program  if  the  student’s 
behavior  is  determined  to  be  detrimental  to  the  learning  atmosphere. 

The  Sandhills  Community  College  faculty,  staff  and  administration  expect  student  behavior  that 
assures  the  following: 

•  classrooms  where  there  is  no  disruptive  behavior,  including  talking  or  whispering  that  is 
not  class  related; 

•  classrooms  where  all  learners  are  respected  and  where  students  treat  each  other  with 
politeness  and  respect; 

•  an  environment  free  of  menacing  or  threatening  language  (including  body  language) 
directed  either  at  the  instructor  or  at  other  students; 

•  classrooms  where  students  arrive  on  time; 

•  classrooms  where  student  dress  (including  any  messages  or  slogans  contained  thereon) 
is  within  the  generally  accepted  bounds  of  good  taste  (this  includes  prohibition  of  hats, 
should  faculty  wish  to  do  so); 

•  classrooms  where  students  bring  guests  (including  children)  only  with  the  express 
permission  of  the  faculty  member.  (Faculty  members  should  feel  free  to  deny  this 
permission  if  the  presence  of  guests  disrupts  classroom  concentration.) 

Student  Grievance  Procedure.  The  purpose  of  the  student  appeal  procedure  is  to  assure  the 
students  of  SCC  their  grievances  will  be  considered  fairly,  rapidly  and  in  a  non-threatening 
atmosphere.  Grievance  procedures  are  set  forth  in  the  Student  Handbook/Calendar  and  the 
Personnel  and  Policy  Manual. 

Technology 

Information  Technology  Resources  Acceptable  Use  Policy 

Purpose.  To  enhance  its  educational,  social,  cultural,  and  economic  missions  in  service  to  the 
:  community,  Sandhills  Community  College  provides  students,  faculty,  staff,  and  community 
members  with  computers,  tools,  instruments,  and  facilities  that  provide  access  to  campus  and 
global  information  resources.  The  college  expects  and  requires  ethical  and  responsible  behavior 
of  individuals  using  information  resources.  This  policy  statement  identifies  acceptable  uses  of 
these  resources  and  includes  circumstances  in  which  the  interests  and  rights  of  others  must  be 

protected  and  preserved. 

This  policy  applies  to  all  Sandhills  Community  College  students,  faculty,  and  staff  as  well  as 
members  of  the  community  who  use  or  access  college  information  technology  resources. 

Definition.  The  term  “information  technology  resources”  includes  all  computers,  tools, 
instruments,  or  facilities  which  enable  individuals  to  access  or  interact  with  information  aval  a  e 
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through,  but  not  limited  to,  the  Library  Automation  System,  the  Internet,  the  World  Wide  Web,  or 
local  campus  networks.  Resources  may  be  individually  controlled  or  shared,  stand  alone  or 
networked.  Included  in  this  definition  are  classroom  technologies,  computing  and  electronic 
communication  devices  and  services,  modems,  electronic  mail,  phone  access,  voice  mail,  fax 
transmissions,  video,  multimedia  and  hyper  media  information,  instructional  materials,  and 
related  supporting  devices  or  technologies. 

Use  Agreement.  By  using  college-supplied  information  technology  resources,  individuals, 

3  2  groups,  or  organizations  agree  to  abide  by  all  policies  and  procedures  adopted  by  Sandhills 
Community  College  as  well  as  all  current  federal,  state,  and  local  laws.  These  include  college 
policies  and  procedures  against  harassment,  plagiarism,  and  unethical  conduct;  as  well  as  local, 
state,  and  federal  laws  prohibiting  theft,  copyright  infringement,  insertion  of  viruses  into 
computer  systems,  and  other  unlawful  intrusions. 

In  the  event  of  violation  of  any  of  these  policies,  procedures,  or  laws,  the  college  will  follow 
established  disciplinary  policies,  including  those  regulating  the  provision  of  information  to  law 
enforcement  authorities.  The  college  shall  not  examine  or  disclose  the  contents  of  electronic 
files  except  when  authorized  by  the  owner  of  the  information,  when  approved  by  an  appropriate 
institutional  official,  or  as  required  by  law.  (Reference  The  University  of  Iowa  Policy  on 
Acceptable  Use  of  Information  Technology  Resources,  Adopted  June  1995, 
http://www.uiowa.edu/~our/opmanual/ii/19.htm) 

Guiding  Principle.  The  college  accepts  and  adopts  the  “EDUCOM  code  of  Software  and 
Intellectual  Rights”  as  the  guiding  principle  for  the  appropriate  use  and  application  of  its 
information  resources  systems  and  services: 

Respect  for  intellectual  labor  and  creativity  is  vital  to  academic  discourse  and  enterprise.  This 
principle  applies  to  works  of  all  authors  and  publishers  in  all  media.  It  encompasses  respect  for 
the  right  to  acknowledgment,  right  to  privacy,  and  right  to  determine  the  form,  manner,  and  terms 
of  publication  and  distribution. 

Because  electronic  information  is  volatile  and  easily  reproduced,  respect  for  the  work  and 
personal  expression  of  others  is  especially  critical  in  computer  environments.  Violations  of 
authorial  integrity,  including  invasion  of  privacy,  unauthorized  access,  and  trade  secret  and 
copyright  violations,  may  be  grounds  for  sanctions  against  members  of  the  academic 
community. 

User  Responsibilities.  Anyone  using  college  information  technology  resources  is  responsible 
for: 

1.  recognizing  and  honoring  the  intellectual  property  rights  of  others,  making  attribution  as 

appropriate;  | 

2.  refraining  from  any  illegal  and  improper  intrusions  into  the  accounts  of  others  or  into  any 
College  information  technology  resources  or  systems; 

3.  taking  all  reasonable  steps  to  insure  the  accuracy  and  the  security  of  information 
compiled,  accessed,  or  provided; 

4.  being  ethical  and  respectful  of  the  rights  of  others  and  of  the  diversity  of  the  College 
community,  including  the  rights  to  privacy  and  all  other  legal  requirements  and  restrictions 
regarding  access  to  and  use  of  information;  and  refraining  from  acts  that  waste  resources 
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and  prevent  others  from  having  broad  access  to  College  information  technology 
resources. 

Establishing  Procedures.  Individual  organizations  within  the  College  may  establish  and 
define  procedures  or  conditions  for  use  of  information  technology  resources  under  their  control. 
Established  procedures  or  conditions  must  be  consistent  with  this  overall  policy  but  may  provide 
additional  detail,  guidelines,  or  restrictions.  In  addition,  all  interactions  outside  the  College  are 
subject  to  the  acceptable  use  policies  of  the  outside  agencies  such  as  network  access 
providers,  telecommunications  companies,  or  software  developers. 

(Student  violations  of  the  Acceptable  Use  Policy  may  be  documented  using  the  Student  Incident 
Report  found  in  the  Personnel  Manual.  This  report  will  be  kept  on  file  with  the  Dean  of  Student 
Life.)  i 

Academic  Policies  and  Procedures 

Academic  Advising.  Upon  enrollment  at  Sandhills,  all  regular  students  are  assigned  a  faculty 
advisor  to  assist  in  course  scheduling,  registration,  and  program  planning,  as  well  as  to 
periodically  evaluate  academic  progress.  Students  who  place  into  first-level  developmental 
courses  (zero  prefix  courses)  may  be  temporarily  assigned  to  an  advisor  in  the  Developmental 
Education  Department  who  will  guide  them  through  prerequisite  coursework  in  English,  math, 
and  reading. 

Courses  selected  by  students  must  be  approved  by  the  faculty  advisor  or  Advising  Center  prior 
to  registration.  The  advisor  or  the  Advising  Center  must  also  approve  registration  changes,  such 
as  dropping  and  adding  courses,  unless  the  student  is  merely  changing  sections  of  the  same 
course. 

Although  the  faculty  advisor  will  help  students  become  familiar  with  degree  and  diploma 
requirements  in  a  chosen  field,  each  student  is  responsible  for  the  proper  completion  of  his  or 
her  academic  program,  for  familiarity  with  the  college  catalog,  for  maintaining  the  grade  average 
required,  and  for  meeting  all  other  degree  requirements.  The  advisor  will  advise,  but  the  final 
responsibility  remains  that  of  the  student.  College  transfer  students  should  know  the 
requirements  of  both  Sandhills  Community  College  and  the  transferring  institution. 

Students  whose  advisors  are  not  available  or  who  are  designated  “special  or  dual  enrolled 
may  receive  advising  help  in  the  Advising  Center  located  in  Kennedy  Hall. 

Credit  by  Examination.  Students  enrolled  in  Sandhills  Community  College  may  have 
developed  knowledge  and  skills  which  match  the  knowledge  and  skills  to  be  achieved  in  certain 
!  courses  in  the  college.  These  achievements  may  be  the  result  of  work  experience,  military 

experience,  or  informal  study. 

To  receive  credit  by  examination,  students  must  demonstrate  proficiency  by  taking  challenge 
examinations  developed  by  departmental  faculty,  or  a  standardized  examination  such  as  the 
College  Level  Examination  Program  (CLEP),  or  the  United  States  Armed  Forces  Institute 

(USAFI). 

Although  any  faculty  advisor  or  counselor  may  initiate  a  credit  by  examination  request,  the 
,  specific  courses  to  which  credit  by  examination  applies  will  be  determined  by  the  instructiona 
departments.  Students  who  decide  that  credit  by  examination  is  appropriate  for  their  situations 
'  must  obtain  permission  from  the  chairperson  of  the  department  in  which  the  course  is  o  ere  . 
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The  chairperson  will  arrange  for  the  examination  to  be  administered.  The  dean  of  instruction 
must  approve  all  credit  awarded  by  challenge  examination. 

Students  who  wish  to  receive  credit  by  examination  through  CLEP  or  USAFI  should  submit  such 
certifications  to  the  registrar.  The  registrar  will  evaluate  the  certifications  in  consultation  with  the 
appropriate  department  chairperson. 

Upon  the  student’s  successful  completion  of  credit  by  examination,  the  symbol  “CE”  will  be 
shown  on  academic  transcripts,  and  credit  hours  will  be  awarded;  however,  no  quality  points  will 
be  assigned. 

Advanced  Placement.  Students  who  have  taken  advanced  placement  courses  in  high  school 
and  have  made  satisfactory  scores  on  the  College  Board  Advanced  Placement  Examination 
may  receive  credit  for  comparable  courses  at  Sandhills  Community  College.  Students  who  wish 
to  receive  credit  for  advanced  placement  courses  should  contact  the  registrar. 

Advanced  Placement  for  College  Tech  Prep  Graduates.  Students  who  successfully 
completed  high  school  College  Tech  Prep  courses  may  receive  credit  for  Sandhills  Community 
College  courses  that  cover  the  same  content  or  skills  development.  In  most  cases,  the  student 
must  demonstrate  mastery  of  course  knowledge  and  skills  by  passing  an  examination 
administered  by  college  personnel. 

Credit  for  Experiential  Learning.  Students  registered  in  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma 
program  who  have  had  career  experience  which  they  believe  duplicates  that  required  for  a 
course  may  apply  for  credit  by  contacting  the  Admissions  Office.  The  student  will  document  the 
career  experience,  which  will  be  forwarded  to  the  appropriate  faculty  member  for  evaluation. 
The  faculty  member  will  recommend  credit  be  given  for  courses  for  which  required  knowledge 
and  skills  have  been  demonstrated.  Credit  will  be  awarded  upon  approval  by  the  appropriate 
department  chair  and  the  dean  of  instruction.  The  symbol  "EL"  on  academic  transcripts  will 
indicate  credit  earned  for  experiential  learning.  Credit  hours  will  be  awarded  for  such  credit; 
however,  no  quality  points  will  be  assigned. 

Credit  for  Military  Training.  Credit  may  be  awarded  to  enrolled  students  for  educational 
experience  in  the  armed  services.  The  registrar  will  submit  documentation  of  experience  to  the 
appropriate  department  chairperson  for  evaluation  and  determination  of  credit.  The  dean  of 
instruction  must  approve  all  credit  for  military  educational  experience. 

The  symbol  “CM”  on  academic  transcripts  will  indicate  credit  earned  for  military  educational 
experience.  Credit  hours  will  be  awarded  for  such  credit;  however,  no  quality  points  will  be 
assigned. 

Academic  Petition/Course  Substitution.  Students  may,  under  unusual  circumstances, 
petition  that  one  course  substitute  for  another  in  a  curriculum  program.  The  academic  petition 
form  must  have  the  approval  of  the  faculty  advisor,  the  program  coordinator,  the  department 
chairperson,  and  the  dean  of  instruction. 

Independent  Study.  Under  unusual  circumstances,  a  student  may  have  a  need  to  enroll  in  a 
course  of  independent  study  under  the  guidance  of  an  instructor.  A  student  must  first 
substantiate  the  need  and  then  secure  the  written  approval  of  the  instructor  and  advisor.  Next, 
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an  independent  study  contract  form  must  be  prepared  by  the  instructor  with  whom  the  work  will 
be  done.  Finally,  written  approval  must  be  obtained  from  the  chairperson  of  the  department  in 
which  the  course  is  requested.  One  copy  of  the  signed  independent  study  contract  should  be 
given  to  the  student,  one  copy  retained  by  the  instructor,  and  one  copy  attached  to  the 
registration  form.  The  registration  form  should  also  indicate  the  course  will  be  taken  by 
independent  study.  The  registration  process  cannot  be  initiated  unless  a  copy  of  the  contract 
accompanies  the  registration  form. 

Enrollment  in  more  than  one  independent  study  course  per  semester  will  be  allowed  only  under 
exceptional  circumstances. 

Auditing  Courses.  Those  who  do  not  desire  credit  or  a  grade  may  audit  any  course  for  which 
prerequisites  are  met.  Students  who  wish  to  audit  a  course  must  complete  an  audit  permission 
[  form  and  submit  the  form  to  the  registrar  prior  to  the  end  of  the  drop  period.  Requirements 
for  auditing  will  be  determined  by  the  instructor.  Auditors  will  register  and  pay  the  same  tuition 
land  fees  as  students  who  take  the  course  for  credit. 

Honors  Courses.  Sandhills  offers  honors  courses  (designated  with  an  “H”  on  the  semester 
class  schedules)  for  exceptionally  well-qualified  students.  These  courses  are  invitational  and 
highly  selective.  The  objectives  of  honors  courses  are  to  develop  outstanding  and  independent 
l  student  achievement,  to  enrich  the  educational  experience  of  the  student  in  breadth  and  depth, 
and  to  enable  and  encourage  the  superior  student  to  work  to  maximum  potential.  Successful 
completion  of  twelve  (12)  credit  hours  or  four  (4)  honors  courses  will  be  noted  on  the  student’s 
diploma. 

External  Instruction.  The  College  maintains  full  responsibility  for  the  academic  requirements 
and  standards  of  students  who  participate  in  credit  courses  that  require  work-site  experiences, 
such  as  clinical  or  internship  courses.  Each  program  using  such  courses  will  provide  written 
policies  and  requirements  to  students  and  will  maintain  reporting  and  monitoring  procedures  that 
are  consistent  with  program  standards. 

Course  Load  Policy.  Depending  on  the  program,  the  usual  course  load  for  students  is  12  to 
18  semester  hours  during  fall  and  spring  terms.  The  usual  course  load  for  students  during  any 
entire  summer  session  (two  five-week  sessions  or  one  ten-week  session)  is  6  to  12  semester 
hours.  Registration  for  more  than  18  hours  in  the  fall  and  spring  or  12  hours  for  the  entire 
summer  (7  semester  hours  for  a  single  five-week  session)  must  carry  the  approval  and  signature 
of  the  advisor  and  the  dean  of  instruction. 


Classification  of  Students.  For  purposes  of  administration,  the  following  student 
classifications  have  been  specified:

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Adding  and  Dropping  Courses.  A  student  may  add  a  course  with  permission  of  the  advisor 
through  the  second  day  of  the  semester.  After  that  point,  permission  of  the  advisor  and  the 
instructor  is  needed  in  order  to  add  a  course.  A  student  may  drop  a  course  at  any  time  during 
the  first  eight  weeks  (or  half-way  through  a  summer  session)  of  the  semester  by  completing  an 
official  drop  form,  obtaining  the  signatures  of  the  advisor  and  the  instructor,  and  filing  the  form 
with  the  registrar. 

Students  who  stop  attending  class  without  officially  dropping  the  course  may  receive  a  failing 
3  6  grade  in  the  course. 

Withdrawal  from  a  Course,  Program,  or  the  College.  Emergency  situations  may  arise  after 
the  no-penalty  drop  period  whereby  students  must  leave  involuntarily.  In  this  case,  the  student 
may  withdraw  from  the  course  by  completing  a  withdrawal  form.  The  student  must  secure  the 
instructor’s  signature  on  the  withdrawal  form.  This  form  must  be  completed  and  filed  with  the 
registrar. 

Students  who  are  passing  at  the  time  of  withdrawal  may  receive  a  grade  of  “WP.”  Students  who 
are  failing  at  the  time  of  withdrawal  may  receive  a  grade  of  “FW.”  Students  who  stop  attending 
class  without  officially  withdrawing  from  the  course  may  receive  a  failing  grade  in  the  course. 

Attendance  Policy.  Because  the  college  realizes  that  academic  success  is  tied  to  regular 
attendance,  students  are  expected  to  attend  all  class  sessions,  laboratories,  and  clinical 
experiences.  Faculty  members  are  responsible  for  informing  students  in  writing  at  the  first  class 
meeting  of  attendance  expectations  and  identifying  all  classes,  laboratories,  and  clinical 
experiences  which  must  be  attended  at  the  scheduled  times.  Faculty  members  will  inform 
students  at  the  first  class  period  if  tardiness  is  to  be  computed  as  an  absence. 

Absence  from  class  must  be  explained  satisfactorily  to  the  instructor,  and  the  student  is  held 
responsible  for  all  work  missed.  Unsatisfactory  attendance  may  adversely  affect  a  student’s 
grade  for  the  course.  Any  student  who  violates  the  attendance  policy  of  the  course  during  the 
first  eight  weeks  (or  half-way  through  a  summer  session)  of  the  semester  may  be  required  to 
drop  the  course.  Any  student  who  violates  the  attendance  policy  of  the  course  during  the  last 
eight  weeks  of  the  semester  may  be  required  to  withdraw  from  the  course  with  a  grade  of  “WP” 
or  “FW”,  depending  upon  his  or  her  grade  in  the  course  at  the  time  of  withdrawal. 

Class  sessions  that  are  missed  by  late-enrolling  students  may  be  counted  as  absences. 

Students  will  not  be  charged  when  an  absence  is  due  to  participation  in  an  activity  approved  by 
the  dean  of  instruction  or  the  dean  of  student  life. 

Instructor-Initiated  Drop  or  Withdrawal.  An  instructor  may  drop  or  withdraw  a  student  from  a 
course  under  any  of  the  following  conditions: 

•  student  misses  more  than  five  consecutive  class  hours,  or  the  student  fails  to  meet  the 
attendance  policy  of  the  course; 

•  student  is  absent  from  the  final  exam  without  the  instructor’s  permission; 

•  student  misconduct. 
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Schedule  of  Last  Class  Sessions.  The  last  four  days  of  each  semester  are  used  to  provide 
classes  with  a  concluding  session.  Meeting  times  for  classes  during  the  last  four  days  of  the 
semester  are  given  in  a  schedule  of  last  class  sessions  that  is  published  and  distributed  prior  to 
the  four-day  period.  The  last  class  sessions  are  used  for  final  examinations  or  for  other  activities 
that  are  designed  to  bring  the  course  to  a  successful  conclusion.  Last  class  sessions  must  meet 
whether  or  not  a  final  examination  is  to  be  given. 


Grading  Policy.  Grading  the  performance  of  students  in  course  work  is  the  responsibility  of 
individual  faculty  members.  3  7

Removing  Incomplete  “I”  Grades 

1.  When  grades  are  reported,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  instructor  to  inform  the  appropriate 
department  chairpersons  in  writing  of  the  reasons  for  an  “I”  grade  and  the  conditions  that 
must  be  met  to  remove  it. 

2.  It  is  the  student’s  responsibility  to  contact  the  instructor  or  department  chairpersons 
regarding  work  to  be  completed  for  the  removal  of  the  “I”  grade. 

3.  When  removing  an  “I”  grade  during  the  next  consecutive  semester,  a  student  should 
continue  working  under  the  instructor’s  direction  and  should  not  re-register  for  the  course. 

4.  If  a  student  has  not  removed  the  “I”  grade  by  the  end  of  the  next  consecutive  semester,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  re-register  and  re-take  the  course.  “I”  grades  not  removed  during  the 
allowed  time  may  remain  on  the  student’s  record. 

5.  When  a  student  removes  the  grade  of  “I,”  it  will  be  deleted  from  the  transcript,  and  the  new 
grade  will  be  entered. 

6.  If  a  student  receives  an  “I”  and  the  instructor  is  not  at  the  institution  the  next  consecutive 
semester,  the  student  should  meet  the  requirements  of  the  course  under  the  supervision  of 
the  department  chairperson. 

7.  A  grade  of  “I”  may  be  replaced  by  a  grade  of  “F”  if  a  student,  in  attempting  to  remove  an  “I,” 
completes  the  work  required  but  averages  an  “F”  in  the  course.

A  minimum  major  grade  point  average  of  2.0  is  required  for  graduation.  In  addition,  students 
enrolled  in  health  science  programs  will  be  required  to  achieve  a  minimum  overall  average  of 
“C”  (or  2.0)  in  all  required  specialty  and  clinical  courses. 


In  the  computation  of  the  grade  point  average  for  determining  graduation  eligibility,  only  grades 
for  courses  required  for  the  completion  of  the  current  program  of  study  will  be  computed.  All 
other  grades  will  remain  on  the  student’s  record  but  will  not  be  computed.  Grades  earned  in 
developmental  courses  (indicated  by  numbers  ranging  from  060  through  095)  will  not  be  used 
in  the  computation  of  the  grade  point  average  for  graduation  but  will  be  included  in  the  grade 
point  average  to  determine  academic  progress. 

Students  who  plan  to  transfer  to  a  four-year  college  should  be  aware  that  many  four-year 
colleges  recompute  the  grade  point  average  based  on  all  college  level  hours  attempted  by  the 
student.  Students  who  have  a  cumulative  grade  point  average  of  less  than  2.0  may  not  be 
accepted  by  the  University  of  North  Carolina  System  institutions. 


!  Course  Repetition  Policy.  A  student  who  has  earned  a  grade  of  “C”  or  better  in  a  course  may 
repeat  the  course  one  time  in  an  effort  to  earn  a  higher  grade  or  to  add  to  his/her  mastery  of 
course  content.  A  student  who  has  not  earned  a  grade  of  “C”  or  better  may  repeat  the  course 
as  many  times  as  necessary  in  order  to  earn  a  higher  grade.  When  a  course  is  repeated,  only 
the  higher  grade  will  be  counted  in  determining  the  hours  earned  and  the  grade  point  average 
at  Sandhills  Community  College. 

Students  planning  to  transfer  should  realize  that  universities  do  not  have  consistent  policies 
regarding  grade  forgiveness.  University  admissions  personnel  will  review  the  transcripts  of 
transfer  applicants  and  may  recompute  grade  point  averages  and  could  include  forgiven  low 
grades.  The  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  (CAA)  with  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
system  requires  that  a  student  earn  a  grade  of  C  or  better  in  each  transfer  course  completed. 

Students  with  a  recorded  “Audit”  for  a  course  may  repeat  the  course  one  time  on  an  Audit 
basis. 

Exceptions  to  this  policy  must  be  approved  by  the  dean  of  instruction. 

Intercurricular  Transfer  of  Credit.  When  a  student  transfers  from  one  curriculum  program  to 
another  within  the  college,  all  courses  with  passing  grades  that  are  applicable  to  the  new 
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program  will  be  transferred  and  included  in  the  computation  of  the  student’s  grade  point 
average. 

Re-entry  into  a  Program.  When  a  student  wishes  to  be  considered  for  re-entry  into  a  program 
which  has  special  placement  requirements  or  enrollment  limitations,  these  procedures  will  be 
followed: 

1 .  The  student  should  confer  with  a  counselor. 

2.  The  counselor  may  recommend  to  the  appropriate  department  chairperson  that  the 
student  be  permitted  to  re-enter  the  program.  Such  recommendation  should  be  based 
upon  the  student’s  demonstration  that  remedial  action  has  been  taken  which  would 
prevent  a  repeat  of  earlier  failure  to  succeed  in  the  program. 

3.  The  department  chairperson  will  have  responsibility  for  approving  a  student’s  re-entry 
into  a  program  within  the  department. 

4.  Nursing  students  should  consult  the  current  nursing  Student  Handbook  for  specific 
re-entry  requirements. 

Students  who  interrupt  their  program  of  study  will  be  subject  to  the  program  requirements  of  the 
catalog  in  effect  at  the  time  of  their  re-entry  into  the  program. 

Change  of  Program.  If  the  advisor  feels  that  a  student  is  not  making  satisfactory  progress  or 
has  reason  to  doubt  the  validity  of  the  program  placement  of  the  student,  the  advisor  may  refer 
the  student  to  the  Advising  Center,  located  in  Kennedy  Hall,  for  a  change  of  program. 

If  a  student  wishes  to  change  from  one  instructional  program  to  another,  the  student  must 
complete  a  change  of  major  form.  This  form  is  available  in  the  Advising  Center  in  Kennedy  Hall. 

Special  Readmission  (Forgiveness)  Policy.  A  student  who  has  not  been  enrolled  in 
curriculum  courses  for  36  consecutive  months  may  request  readmission  under  the  special 
readmission  policy.  Under  this  policy,  the  following  conditions  apply: 

1 .  The  student’s  entire  academic  record  at  Sandhills  Community  College  will  be  recorded 
on  any  subsequent  transcript. 

2.  For  courses  attempted  prior  to  readmission,  only  courses  with  a  grade  of  “C”  or  better 
will  count  toward  fulfilling  graduation  requirements. 

3.  Subsequent  grade  point  averages  of  students  readmitted  under  this  policy  will  be 
computed  without  inclusion  of  previous  coursework  in  which  a  grade  below  “C”  was 
received.  However,  this  work  will  be  included  in  calculations  for  consideration  for  honors. 

4.  A  student  may  be  readmitted  under  this  policy  only  one  time. 

5.  This  forgiveness  policy  is  used  for  academic  purposes  only.  This  policy  does  not 
supercede  Federal  Regulations  for  financial  aid  purposes. 

Academic  Progress.  Students  who  enroll  in  curriculum  programs,  or  who  enroll  as  special 
students,  are  expected  to  maintain  satisfactory  academic  progress.

Academic  Probation  and  Suspension.  Following  the  first  ten  semester  hours  of  course  work 
lat  Sandhills  Community  College,  a  student  who  does  not  attain  a  semester  grade  point  average 
(GPA)  of  2.0  may  be  placed  on  academic  probation.  The  semester  GPA  is  based  on  all  courses 
,  taken  during  a  single  semester  for  which  a  grade  is  given. 

The  purpose  of  the  probation  program  is  to  identify  when  students  are  having  academic 
,f  difficulties  that  might  jeopardize  reaching  their  educational  goals.  Since  a  2.0  GPA  in  a  program 
is  required  for  completion,  students  who  fall  below  this  standard  in  any  given  semester  are 
placed  on  academic  probation  and  are  required  to  seek  advice  or  counseling  to  identify  ways  to 
improve  their  academic  achievement.  Advisors  may  recommend  that  the  student  continue  with 
it  >his  or  her  current  program  or  they  may  recommend  that  the  student  interview  with  a  counselor 
to  consider  other  academic  or  program  options. 

n  IStudents  on  academic  probation  will  not  be  permitted  to  participate  in  early  or  pre-registration 
it  without  approval  from  their  advisor  or  the  dean  of  instruction. 

Students  will  be  returned  to  normal  academic  status  upon  attaining  a  2.0  or  better  semester  GPA 
or  upon  returning  to  the  college  after  an  absence  of  at  least  one  semester. 

Students  who  continue  on  probation  for  a  second  semester  may  be  suspended  from  their 
program  and  must  attend  an  advising  session  with  the  dean  of  instruction.  Suspended  students 
may  remain  in  their  program  with  permission  from  the  program  coordinator. 

Students  who  are  suspended  from  a  second  program  may  be  suspended  from  the  college.  To 
be  readmitted,  the  student  must  interview  with  a  counselor  and  obtain  permission  from  the  dean 
of  instruction. 

Academic  Progress  Standards  for  Students  Receiving  Veteran’s  Benefits.  Anyone 
receiving  VA  benefits  will  be  held  to  the  same  standards  for  academic  progress  as  Financial  Aid 
Recipients.  If  students  receiving  VA  benefits  opt  to  repeat  courses  to  remove  probationary 
status,  they  should  realize  that  payment  for  those  repeated  courses  will  depend  on  VA 
regulations.

Probation.  A  financial  aid  recipient  who  fails  to  maintain  a  semester  grade  point  average  of  at 
least  2.0  and  pass  and  complete  at  least  50%  of  all  credit  hours  attempted  each  semester  will 
be  placed  on  single  probation.  A  student  in  this  category  may  receive  aid  for  the  next  term  of 
enrollment,  but  will  not  be  allowed  to  early  register  for  classes  the  subsequent  term.  To  be 
removed  from  single  probation  status,  a  student  must  achieve  a  semester  grade  point  average  I 
of  2.0  for  a  minimum  of  nine  semester  hours  in  the  next  semester  of  enrollment.  i 

If  a  student  receiving  financial  aid  is  on  single  probation  and  fails  to  achieve  a  semester  grade 
point  average  of  at  least  2.0  and  pass  and  complete  at  least  50%  of  all  credit  hours  attempted  j, 
during  the  next  term  of  enrollment,  the  student  will  be  placed  on  double  probation  and 
terminated  from  all  benefits. 


To  be  reinstated,  a  student  who  has  been  placed  on  double  probation  must  register  for  and 
satisfactorily  complete  at  least  nine  semester  hours  at  their  own  expense.  Such  reinstatement 
would  upgrade  the  student  to  single  probation  and  would  restore  eligibility  for  benefits  the 
following  term  of  enrollment.  Single  probation  and  double  probation  are  calculated  for  all 
semesters  of  enrollment,  regardless  of  whether  financial  aid  is  received  for  those 
semesters. 


150%  Regulation.  Federal  regulations  concerning  the  time  frame  for  the  completion  of 
undergraduate  programs  allow  students  to  attempt  up  to  150%  of  the  total  number  of  semester 
hours  needed  to  complete  the  program  of  study.  The  total  hours  attempted  will  include  any 
courses  appearing  on  the  student’s  academic  transcript,  including  grades  of  F,  WP,  FW,  AU,  I, 
DR,  and  all  credits  transferred  from  other  institutions.  Students  required  to  take  remedial 
courses  will  be  allowed  to  attempt  up  to  30  semester  hours  of  remedial  courses,  which  will  not 
be  counted  towards  the  150%  total  hours.  Attempted  hours  are  totaled  for  all  periods  of 
enrollment  (including  those  semester  hours  for  which  the  student  did  not  receive  financial  aid). 
Students  who  exceed  the  150%  time  limitation  will  be  terminated  from  receiving  any  additional

Vppeal  Process.  A  student  who  is  terminated  from  a  federal  or  state  financial  aid  program  may 
ippeal  the  financial  aid  termination.  The  process  for  appeal  is  as  follows: 

1 .  A  student  may  appeal  in  writing  to  the  Financial  Aid  Director  explaining  why  she/he  did 
not  meet  the  satisfactory  progress  requirements.  Documentation  may  be  required. 

2.  A  student  may  appeal  in  writing  to  the  Dean  of  Student  Life  if  a  resolution  has  not  been  ^  ^ 
reached  with  the  Financial  Aid  Director.  The  decision  of  the  Dean  is  final. 

\cademic  Progress  Standards  for  Students  in  Health  Science  Programs.  To  remain  in 
jjood  standing,  students  in  health  science  programs  must  not  only  satisfy  the  general  academic 
)rogress  requirements  of  the  college  but  must  also  maintain  the  following  minimum  grade  point 
Averages  in  relation  to  the  number  of  credit  hours  attempted  in  the  required  specialty  and  clinical 
courses:

Students  on  probation  in 
lealth  science  programs  who  do  not  obtain  the  necessary  grade  point  average  in  the 
subsequent  semester  will  be  subject  to  program  suspension. 

\cademic  Progress  Standards  for  Students  in  Nursing  Programs.  To  remain  in  good 
academic  standing,  students  in  nursing  programs  must  not  only  satisfy  the  general  academic 
arogress  requirements  of  the  college  but  must  also  achieve  a  letter  grade  of  “C”  or  better  in  all 
equired  nursing  specialty  courses  and  corequisite  courses  with  the  course  prefixes  BIO,  PSY, 
and  SOC.  Students  who  do  not  achieve  this  will  not  be  allowed  to  progress  and  will  be  subject 
:o  program  suspension. 

Academic  Progress  Standards  for  Students  in  Therapeutic  Massage  Program.  Students 
enrolled  in  the  Therapeutic  Massage  Program  are  required  to  satisfy  the  general  academic 
crogress  requirements  of  the  college  and  the  program.  In  order  to  remain  in  good  academic 
standing  in  the  program,  the  student  must  achieve  a  letter  grade  of  “C"  or  better  in  all  required 
massage  specialty  courses  and  corequisite  courses  with  the  course  prefixes  BIO,  MED,  and 
3US.  Students  who  do  not  achieve  this  will  not  be  allowed  to  progress  and  will  be  subject  to 
Drogram  suspension. 

Dean’s  List.  The  names  of  students  who  have  achieved  a  grade  point  average  of  3.5  or  higher 
(for  all  courses  attempted)  on  twelve  or  more  semester  hours  of  college-level  work  during  the 
semester  will  be  placed  on  the  Dean’s  List.  The  student  can  have  no  grade  below  a  “C  on  any 
:ollege-level  course.  Developmental  courses  (indicated  by  prefix  number  060-095)  are  not 
considered  college-level  work  and  will  not  be  included  in  the  computation  of  the  grade  point 
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average  for  the  Dean’s  List.  The  list  will  be  published  following  the  reporting  of  semester  grades 
for  the  fall  and  spring  academic  semesters. 


President’s  List.  The  names  of  students  who  have  achieved  a  4.0  grade  point  average  (for  al 
courses  attempted)  on  twelve  or  more  semester  hours  of  college-level  work  during  the  semestei 
will  be  placed  on  the  President’s  List.  Developmental  courses  (indicated  by  prefix  number  060- 
095)  are  not  considered  college-level  work  and  will  not  be  included  in  the  computation  of  the 
grade  point  average  for  the  President’s  List.  The  list  will  be  published  following  the  reporting  ol 
44  semester  grades. 


Honors  Graduates.  Students  who  will  receive  a  degree  or  diploma  and  have  a  grade  point 
average  of  3.5  or  higher  in  their  major  will  be  recognized  during  graduation  exercises  for  having 
achieved  one  of  the  following  honors  designations,  which  will  also  be  noted  on  their  diploma: 

1.  cum  laude  -  grade  point  average  between  3.5  and  3.74 

2.  magna  cum  laude  -  grade  point  average  between  3.75  and  3.89 

3.  summa  cum  laude  -  grade  point  average  between  3.9  and  4.0 

Developmental  courses  (indicated  by  prefix  number  060-095)  are  not  considered  college-leve 
work  and  will  not  be  included  in  the  computation  of  the  grade  point  average  for  honors 
designation. 

Honors  graduates  must  have  completed  at  least  one-half  of  the  credit  hours  required  for  their 
degree  or  diploma  at  Sandhills  Community  College. 


CURRICULUM  ACADEMIC  PROGRAMS 


Academic  Freedom  and  Integrity 

he  faculty  and  staff  at  Sandhills  Community  College  recognize  that  student 
learning  lies  at  the  heart  of  all  we  do.  In  pursuit  of  this,  we  abide  by  the  principles 
of  academic  freedom  and  academic  integrity.  Faculty  and  students  must  be  free 
to  examine  all  pertinent  data,  question  assumptions,  be  guided  by  the  evidence  of  scholarly 
research,  and  teach  and  study  the  substance  of  their  discipline.  Instructors  are  afforded  the 
freedom  to  manage  the  learning  environment  of  their  courses.  At  the  same  time,  students  will 
be  afforded  a  quality  educational  experience  where  learning  is  encouraged,  evaluations  are 
substantive  and  meaningful,  and  grades  are  awarded  fairly. 


College  General  Education  Requirements 


Graduates  of  all  associate's  degree  programs  should  be  competent  in  five  fundamental  areas: 
reading,  writing,  oral  communication,  fundamental  mathematical  skills,  and  the  basic  use  of 
computers.  Students  must  demonstrate  this  competence  as  follows: 

Reading.  All  associate's  degree  students  are  required  to  show  reading  competence  through 
appropriate  scores  on  reading  competence  tests.  Those  who  cannot  demonstrate  this 
competence  are  required  to  take  one  or  more  developmental  reading  courses  and  must 
demonstrate  competence  prior  to  entering  English  111,  which  is  required  of  all  students 
graduating  with  an  associate's  degree. 

Writing.  All  associate's  degree  students  are  required  to  take  English  111,  Expository  Writing. 
The  final  writing  assignment  for  students  in  this  class  is  evaluated  for  writing  competence  based 
on  a  recognized  grading  rubric.  Students  must  demonstrate  writing  competence  in  order  to  pass 

the  course. 
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Oral  Communication.  All  associate's  degree  students  are  required  to  take  English  112, 
Argument-Based  Research,  or  English  114,  Professional  Research  and  Reporting.  Each  of 
these  classes  contains  an  oral  communication  component.  Each  student's  competence  is 
evaluated  based  on  a  recognized  grading  rubric.  Students  must  demonstrate  competence  in 
oral  communication  in  order  to  pass  the  course.  Successful  completion  of  an  oral 
communication  (COM)  course  also  will  satisfy  this  requirement. 

Mathematical  Skills.  All  associate's  degree  students  are  required  to  show  mathematical 
competence  through  appropriate  scores  on  competence  tests.  Those  who  cannot  demonstrate 
46  this  competence  are  required  to  take  one  or  more  developmental  mathematics  classes  prior  to 
entering  their  associate's  degree  programs.  All  graduates  of  associate's  degree  programs  are 
required  to  complete  successfully  at  least  one  mathematics  or  laboratory-based  quantitative 
science  course. 

Basic  Use  of  Computers.  All  students  who  graduate  with  associate's  degrees  are  required  to 
successfully  complete  English  111,  Expository  Writing.  In  order  to  complete  this  class,  all 
students  are  required  to  show  competency  in  the  following  basic  computer  skills:  creating  and 
storing  files,  using  a  word  processor  to  create  a  properly  formatted  document,  transporting  files 
by  way  of  networks,  using  computer-based  communications,  and  performing  Internet-based 
searching  and  retrieval  of  information.  These  skills  are  reinforced  in  both  ENG  112  and  ENG 
114,  either  of  which  is  required  for  all  associate's  degree  programs.  Successful  completion  of  a 
computer  (CIS)  course  also  will  satisfy  this  requirement. 

Any  candidate  for  graduation  that  has  not  completed  the  competencies  described  above  will  be 
separately  evaluated  and  the  competencies  documented  prior  to  receiving  their  degree.  For 
example,  a  student  who  has  been  awarded  transfer  credit  for  English  111  will  be  separately 
evaluated  by  the  English  department  for  basic  computer  skills  since  the  institution  from  which 
the  credit  was  transferred  may  not  have  evaluated  that  competency.  Successful  completion  of 
courses  specifically  designed  to  develop  required  competencies  may  be  acceptable  and  must 
be  approved  on  a  case-by-case  basis  by  the  dean  of  instruction. 
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he  College  Transfer  Program  provides  opportunities  for  students  to  complete 
coursework  that  will  transfer  as  baccalaureate  credit  to  four-year  colleges  and 
universities.  By  completing  courses  in  the  Arts  and  Sciences,  students  can  earn  Associate  in 
Arts,  Associate  in  Science,  or  Associate  in  Fine  Arts  degrees.  These  degrees  are  designed  to 
prepare  students  to  continue  their  education  as  juniors  in  their  field  of  study. 

‘jSandhills  actively  and  fully  complies  with  the  1997  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement 
Detween  the  North  Carolina  Community  College  System  (NCCCS)  and  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  (UNC)  System.  This  agreement  establishes  college  transfer  courses,  degrees  and 
Dolicies  that  are  accepted  by  all  58  community  colleges  and  all  16  UNC  colleges  and 
universities.  Students  who  complete  degree  requirements  will  have  certain  guarantees  that 
credits  earned  will  transfer  to  UNC  institutions.  These  guarantees  are  discussed  in  the  degree 
•equipments  sections  that  follow. 

Students  who  do  not  complete  all  degree  or  general  education  requirements  of  the 
Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  (CAA)  will  be  able  to  transfer  credit  on  a  course-by- 
:ourse  basis  and  must  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  receiving  institution.  In  all  cases,  it 
■emains  the  responsibility  of  the  student  to  be  aware  of  special  requirements  of  a  particular 
nstitution  or  program.  (For  detailed  information  on  the  CAA,  access  www.ga.unc.edu ) 

Special  Note:  Students  planning  to  transfer  to  four-year  institutions  must  still  comply  with  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  Minimum  Admission  Requirements  (MAR).  The  following  guidelines 
lapply: 

!  *  The  MAR  requires  completion  of  minimum  academic  units  in  high  school:  4  course  units  in 
English,  3  course  units  in  mathematics,  3  course  units  in  science,  and  2  course  units  in 
social  studies.  Students  who  complete  the  MAR  in  high  school  are  eligible  to  apply  for 
admission  to  a  university. 
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*  Students  who  did  not  complete  the  MAR  in  high  school  may  satisfy  the  requirements  by  jp 
successfully  completing  an  A.A.  or  A.S.  degree  program  in  a  community  college. 

*  Students  who  did  not  complete  the  MAR  in  high  school  and  who  plan  to  transfer  before 
completing  the  associate  degree  must  complete  six  semester  hours  each  in  college 
transfer-level  English,  math,  social  and  behavioral  sciences,  and  natural  sciences  to 
satisfy  MAR.  CIS  110  and  115  do  not  count  as  MAR  math  credit  for  students  who  do  not 
complete  the  associate  degree. 


Associate  Degree  Requirements 
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To  be  awarded  an  Associate  Degree,  a  student  must  complete  64  or  65  semester  hours  of  credit 
which  include  all  requirements  applicable  to  a  particular  degree  program  or  pre-majo 
agreement. 

At  least  18  semester  hours  of  credit  must  be  completed  at  Sandhills  Community  College.  A  2.( 
grade  point  average  must  be  maintained  and  only  courses  completed  with  a  grade  of  “C”  o 
higher  will  qualify  for  transfer. 


Courses  required  are  either  part  of  the  General  Education  Core  or  are  considered  Othe' 
Required  Hours. 

The  General  Education  Core  includes  study  in  the  areas  of  humanities  and  the  fine  arts,  soda 
and  behavioral  sciences,  natural  sciences  and  mathematics,  and  English  composition.  Withirl 
the  core,  students  receive  opportunities  to  achieve  competence  in  reading,  writing 
communicating,  demonstrating  mathematical  skills,  understanding  science  concepts,  and  usinc 
computers. 

Other  Required  Hours  provide  the  opportunity  for  students  to  specialize  and  tailor  their  degree 
programs  to  particular  interests,  majors  or  career  fields. 

Special  note  on  the  General  Education  Core  requirement  for  the  Associate  of  Arts  and 
Associate  of  Science  Degree.  The  General  Education  Core  requirement  of  44  semester  hours 
of  credit  has  been  established  under  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement.  Any  student 
who  successfully  completes  the  entire  44-hour  core  will  be  able  to  transfer  all  44  hours  as  a 
block  to  any  UNC  institution.  This  44-hour  core  will  fulfill  the  lower-division  general  education 
requirements  of  the  receiving  UNC  institution  even  if  specific  course  requirements  at  the 
institution  are  different. 

Pre-Major  Agreements.  Pre-major  agreements  have  been  developed  state-wide  in  several 
major  areas.  These  agreements  specify  in  more  detail  which  courses  students  should  take  to 
be  prepared  to  enter  major  programs  at  the  junior  level.  Any  student  who  successfully 
completes  the  requirements  of  an  approved  pre-major  agreement  will  be  awarded  the  Associate 
Degree  appropriate  to  the  major  from  Sandhills  Community  College. 

Pre-major  agreements  will  be  available  to  students  through  their  advisors,  the  college  transfer 
counselor,  or  at  www.ga.unc.edu. 

While  the  Associate  in  Art  and  Science  degrees  are  part  of  the  Comprehensive  Articulation 
Agreement,  the  Associate  in  Fine  Arts  degree  is  not.  It  does  not  contain  a  44-hour  general 
education  core;  consequently,  students  graduating  with  Associate  in  Fine  Arts  degrees  should 
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jxpect  to  take  additional  general  education  courses  at  the  four-year  institution.  Additionally, 
heir  general  education  courses  will  be  evaluated  on  a  course-by-course  basis  at  the  receiving 
nstitution.

Successful  completion  of  a  two-year  technical  program  leads  to  an  Associate  in  Applied  Science 
degree.  Each  program  combines  a  solid  foundation  in  general  education  with  specialized 
knowledge  and  skills.

Related  skills  are  developed  through  the 
tudy  of  communications,  computer  applications,  financial  analysis,  critical  thinking  skills,  and 
ithics. 


Graduates  should  qualify  for  entry-level  accounting  positions  in  many  types  of  organizations 
icluding  accounting  firms,  small  businesses,  manufacturing  firms,  banks,  hospitals,  school 
ystems,  and  governmental  agencies.

Courses  will  include  content  related  to  the  nurse’s  role  as  provider  of  nursing  care,  as  manager 
of  care,  as  member  of  the  discipline  of  nursing,  and  as  a  member  of  the  interdisciplinary  team. 

Graduates  of  this  program  are  eligible  to  apply  to  take  the  National  Council  Licensure 
Examination  (NCLEX-RN)  which  is  required  for  practice  as  a  Registered  Nurse.  Employment 
opportunities  include  hospitals,  long  term  care  facilities,  clinics,  physicians’  offices,  industry,  and 
community  agencies.

Transcripts 

Transcripts  will  be  issued  only  upon  students’  authorization  to  the  Office  of  Continuing 
Education.  A  24-hour  advance  notice  must  be  given  for  requests. 

Course  Repetition  Policy 

The  North  Carolina  Community  College  System  course  repetition  policy  applies  only  tc 
occupational  classes.  According  to  this  policy,  such  classes  may  be  taken  no  more  than  twc 
times  in  five  years  for  the  fee  designated  by  the  legislature  unless  these  classes  are  required  fo; 
certification  or  licensure.  Students  may  enroll  in  these  classes  more  than  twice  for  a  registratior 
fee  designated  by  the  legislature. 


Programs 

D.L.  “Doc”  Furches  Center  for  Lifelong  Learning 

Basic  Skills  Programs.  The  Basic  Skills  Programs  provide  educational  opportunities  at  no  cos 
to  adults  who  would  like  to  improve  their  ability  to  function  effectively  in  society  or  on  the  job.  A! 
each  level,  students  follow  individual  learning  plans  designed  to  help  them  meet  their  unique 
goals.  This  enables  students  to  learn  at  their  own  pace  with  one-on-one  assistance  from  an 
instructor  as  needed.  Classes  are  available  during  daytime  and  evening  hours  at  several 
convenient  locations  in  Moore  and  Hoke  counties.  Students  may  enroll  in  the  class  of  their 
choice  if  space  allows  at  any  time  during  the  school  year.  Specific  program  areas  are  described 
below. 

Adult  Basic  Education  (ABE).  Adult  Basic  Education  (ABE)  classes  are  offered  for  adults  18 
or  older  who  have  less  than  an  eighth  grade  education.  Basic  subjects  of  reading,  writing, 
arithmetic,  science,  and  social  studies  are  offered.  Instruction  is  also  given  in  family  relations,: 
consumer  education,  and  employment  skills.  Upon  completion  of  eighth  grade  level  work, 
students  may  continue  toward  achieving  a  high  school  equivalence  diploma.

High  School  Equivalence  Program  (GED  Diploma).  The  High  School  Equivalence  program 
prepares  adults  who  did  not  complete  high  school  to  take  the  tests  of  General  Educational 
Development  (GED).  Successful  participants  are  awarded  a  GED  diploma  from  the  State  Board 
of  Community  Colleges.  This  GED  diploma  is  recognized  and  generally  accepted  as  equivalent 
to  a  high  school  diploma. 

Sandhills  Community  College  serves  as  an  official  GED  testing  center.  Any  person  who  is  no!

I I  applicant  who  is  between  the  ages  of  16  and  18  may  have  special  educational  needs.  The 
sident  may  be  admitted  to  appropriate  courses  or  programs  contingent  upon  an  interview  with 
U  Director  of  Basic  Skills  or  his/her  designee  and  in  accordance  with  State  Board  of  Education 
flicy  which  requires  the  following: 

1.  That  the  applicant  has  left  the  public  schools  no  less  than  six  calendar  months  prior  to 
the  last  day  of  regular  registration  of  the  semester. 

2.  That  the  application  is  supported  by  a  notarized  petition  of  the  applicant’s  parents,  legal 
guardian,  or  other  person  or  agency  having  legal  custody  and  control,  that  certifies  the 
place  of  residence  and  date  of  birth  of  the  applicant,  the  parental  or  other  appropriate 
legal  relationship  of  the  petitioner  to  the  applicant,  and  the  date  on  which  the  applicant 
left  the  public  schools.  However,  all  or  any  part  of  the  six-month  waiting  period  may  be 
waived  by  the  superintendent  of  the  administrative  unit  in  which  the  applicant  resides; 

3.  That  such  admission  will  not  preempt  facilities  and  staff  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render 
the  college  unable  to  admit  all  applicants  who  have  graduated  from  high  school  or  who 
are  18  or  older. 

> lult  High  School  Diploma  Program.  The  Adult  High  School  Diploma  Program,  offered  in 
cnjunction  with  the  Hoke  County  Public  Schools,  provides  academic  courses  to  students 
v irking  to  complete  the  high  school  diploma.  Students  are  placed  in  courses  based  on  their 
pvious  high  school  transcripts  and  on  assessment  scores.  Classes  are  offered  in  a  lab  setting 
cd  provide  course  work  in  English,  mathematics,  social  studies,  science,  and  electives.  The 
rmber  of  credits  required  coincides  with  public  school  standards.  There  are  no  tuition  fees. 
H'wever,  students  must  purchase  some  books  and  materials. 

i  glish  as  a  Second  Language  (ESL).  English  as  a  Second  Language  (ESL)  classes  are 
cered  at  no  cost  to  adults  18  or  older  who  have  limited  skills  in  the  English  language. 
lj;truction  is  provided  in  basic  survival  skills,  reading,  and  writing. 

Fmily  Literacy.  The  Family  Literacy  program  provides  instruction  to  parents  and  their 
pschool  children.  The  program  is  open  to  adults  aged  18  or  older  who  (1)  did  not  complete 
f|h  school  or  have  limited  ability  to  communicate  in  the  English  language  and  (2)  have  a 
pschool  child.  Adults  receive  ABE,  GED,  or  ESL  instruction  as  well  as  training  in  effective 
c renting  and  job  readiness.  While  parents  attend  class,  at  a  nearby  location,  their  children 
p rticipate  in  developmental  activities  to  prepare  them  for  success  in  school. 

Workplace  Literacy.  Through  partnersnip  with  business  and  industry,  workplace  literacy 
c  sses  are  offered  to  employees  at  the  work  site.  These  classes  can  be  customized  to  provide 
Lining  in  specific  skills  needed  for  the  changing  work  environment.  Instruction  is  also  available 
basic  literacy  skills,  English  as  a  Second  Language,  and  subjects  leading  to  the  GED  diploma.

Upon 
completion,  students  should  be  able  to  create  Internet  multimedia  presentations  utilizing  a 
variety  of  methods  and  applications.

Topics  include  Linux  file  system  and 
access  permissions,  GNOME  interface,  VI  editor,  X  Window  System  expression  pattern 
matching,  I/O  redirection,  network  and  printing  utilities.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be 
able  to  customize  and  use  Linux  systems  for  command  line  requirements  and  desktop 
productivity  roles. 

NET  155  Linux  System  Administration  3(2-2) 

Prerequisites:  NET  145 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  introduces  the  Linux  file  system,  group  administration,  and  system  hardware 
controls.  Topics  include  installation,  creation  and  maintaining  file  systems,  NIS  client  and  DHCP 
client  configuration,  NFS,  SMB/Samba,  Configure  X,  Gnome,  KDE,  basic  memory,  processes, 
and  security.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  perform  system  administration  tasks 
including  installation,  configuring  and  attaching  a  new  Linux  workstation  to  an  existing  network.

Topics  include  router  elements  and 
operations,  adding  routing  protocols  to  a  configuration,  monitoring  IPX  operations  on  the  router, 
LAN  segmentation,  and  advanced  switching  methods.  Upon  completion  students  should  be  able 
to  describe  LAN  and  network  segmentation  with  bridges,  routers  and  switches  and  describe  a 
virtual  LAN.

This  course  introduces  WAN  theory  and  design,  WAN  technology,  PPP,  Frame  Relay,  ISDN,  and 
additional  case  studies.  Topics  include  network  congestion  problems,  TCP/IP  transport  and 
network  layer  protocols,  advanced  routing  and  switching  configuration,  ISDN  protocols,  PPP 
encapsulation  operations  on  a  router.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  provide 
solutions  for  network  routing  problems,  identify  ISDN  protocols,  channels,  and  function  groups, 
describe  the  Spanning  Tree  protocol. 
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NET  250  Advanced  Networks  I  3(2-2) 

Prerequisites:  NET  110,  CIS  148 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  covers  advanced  network  management,  security,  and  server  issues.  Topics  include 
server  roles  (file,  database,  communication,  FTP,  e-mail,),  encryption,  authentication,  remote 
monitoring,  and  disaster  recovery.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  perform 
advanced  monitoring  and  management  of  various  types  of  servers  and  networks. 


NET  251  Advanced  Networks  II  3(2-2)

NUR 102  Practical  Nursing  II  12(8-0-12)  S

Corequisites:  BIO  166,  ENG  111 

This  course  includes  more  advanced  concepts  as  related  to  the  practical  nurse’s  caregiver  and 
discipline-specific  roles.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  nursing  process,  delegation,  cost 
effectiveness,  legal/ethical/professional  issues,  and  wellness/illness  patterns.  Upon  completion, 
students  should  be  able  to  begin  participating  in  the  nursing  process  to 
promote/maintain/restore  optimum  health  for  diverse  clients  throughout  the  life  span.  Clinical 
experiences  will  reinforce  more  advanced  nursing/related  concepts  and  skills  with  clients  of 
expanding  families. 

NUR  103  Practical  Nursing  III  10(6-0-12)  SS 

Prerequisites:  NUR  102 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  focuses  on  use  of  nursing/related  concepts  by  practical  nurses  as  providers  of 
care/members  of  discipline  in  collaboration  with  health  team  members.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
the  nursing  process,  wellness/illness  patterns,  entry-level  issues,  accountability,  advocacy, 
professional  development,  evolving  technology,  and  changing  health  care  delivery  systems. 
Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  use  the  nursing  process  to 
promote/maintain/restore  optimum  health  for  diverse  clients  throughout  the  life  span.  Clinical 
experiences  will  require  collaborative  participation  with  health  team  members  while  caring  for 
adult  clients  in  acute  care  settings. 

NUR  110  Nursing  I  8(5-3-6)  F 

Prerequisites:  Admission  to  the  Associate  Degree  Nursing  program 

Corequisites:  BIO  165,  PSY  150,  ENG  111 

This  course  introduces  concepts  basic  to  beginning  nursing  practice.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
introducing  the  nurse  s  role  as  provider  of  care,  manager  of  care,  and  member  of  the  discipline 
of  nursing.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  beginning  competence  in 
caring  for  individuals  with  common  alterations  in  health.  Opportunities  are  provided  to  better 
understand  self  and  others,  to  understand  health/wellness  concepts,  to  develop  nursing  skills, 
principles  involved  and  inherent  nursing  responsibilities.

This  course  continues  building  machine  transcription  techniques  as  applied  to  medical 
documents.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  accurate  transcription,  proofreading,  and  use  of  reference 
materials  as  well  as  continued  proofreading/editing  skills  and  vocabulary  building.

This  course  introduces  medical  systems  used  to  process  information  in  the  automated  office. 
Topics  include  traditional  and  electronic  information  resources,  storing  and  retrieving 
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information,  and  the  billing  cycle.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  use  the 
computer  accurately  to  schedule,  bill,  update,  and  make  corrections.  This  course  is  a  unique 
concentration  requirement  in  the  Medical  Office  Systems  Technology  concentration  in  the  Office 
Systems  Technology  program. 

OST  286  Professional  Development  3(3-0)  S 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  covers  the  personal  competencies  and  qualities  needed  to  project  a  professional 
image  in  the  office.

Emphasis  is  placed  on  developing  cardiovascular  efficiency,  strength,  and  flexibility 
and  on  safety  precautions.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  select  and  implement 
an  aerobic  exercise  program.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive 
Articulation  Agreement  pre-major  and/or  elective  course  requirement. 

PED  117  Weight  Training  I  1(0-3)  FS 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  introduces  the  basics  of  weight  training.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  developing 
muscular  strength,  muscular  endurance,  and  muscle  tone.  Upon  completion,  students  should 
be  able  to  establish  and  implement  a  personal  weight  training  program.  This  course  has  been 
approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  pre-major  and/or  elective  course 
requirement.

Emphasis  is  placed  on  stretching,  conditioning 
exercises,  proper  clothing,  fluid  needs,  and  injury  prevention.  Upon  completion,  students  should 
be  able  to  participate  in  a  recreational  walking  program.  This  course  has  been  approved  to 
satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  pre-major  and/or  elective  course 
requirement. 

PED  125  Self-Defense,  Beginning  1(0-2)  FS 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  is  designed  to  aid  students  in  developing  rudimentary  skills  in  self-defense. 

Emphasis  is  placed  on  stances,  blocks,  punches,  and  kicks  as  well  as  non-physical  means  of 
self-defense.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  basic  self-defense 
techniques  or  a  physical  and  non-physical  nature.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the 
Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  pre-major  and/or  elective  course  requirement. 

PED  127  Karate  1(0-3)  S 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  introduces  the  martial  arts  using  the  Japanese  Shotokan  form.  Topics  include 
proper  conditioning  exercise,  proper  terminology,  historical  foundations,  and  etiquette  relating 
to  karate.  Uopn  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  perform  line  drill  techniques  and  Karate 
for  various  ranks.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation 
Agreement  pre-major  and/or  elective  course  requirement. 

PED  128  Golf-Beginning  1(0-2)  FS  SS 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  emphasizes  the  fundamentals  of  golf.  Topics  include  the  proper  grips,  stance, 
alignment,  swings  for  the  short  and  long  game,  putting,  and  the  rules  and  etiquette  of  golf.  Upon 
completion,  students  should  be  able  to  perform  the  basic  golf  shots  and  demonstrate  a 
knowledge  of  the  rules  and  etiquette  of  golf.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the 
Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  pre-major  and/or  elective  course  requirement.

Prerequisites:  PED  128 

Corequisites:  None

trouble  shots,  and  course  management.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able 
demonstrate  the  knowledge  and  ability  to  play  a  recreational  round  of  golf.  This  course  has 
been  approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  pre-major  and/or  elective 
course  requirement. 

PED  130  Tennis-Beginning  1(0-2)  FS  SS 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  emphasizes  the  fundamentals  of  tennis.  Topics  include  basic  strokes,  rules, 
etiquette,  and  court  play.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  play  recreational 
tennis.

This  course  has  been 
approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  pre-major  and/or  elective  course 
requirement. 
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PED  173  Rock  Climbing  1(0-2)  F 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None

climbing,  bouldering,  rappelling,  the  correct  method  of  belaying  for  climbing  and  rappelling,  and 
knowledge  of  equipment.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  strong  and 
skillful  techniques  in  climbing  and  rappelling.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the 
Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  pre-major  and/or  elective  course  requirement.

Emphasis  is  placed  on  knowledge  and  belief,  appearance  and 
reality,  determinism  and  free  will,  faith  and  reason,  and  justice  and  inequality.  Upon  completion, 
students  should  be  able  to  identify,  analyze,  and  critique  the  philosophical  components  of  an 
issue.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement 
general  education  core  requirement  in  humanities/fine  arts. 

PHI  240  Introduction  to  Ethics  3(3-0) 

Prerequisites:  ENG  111 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  introduces  theories  about  the  nature  and  foundations  of  moral  judgments  and 
applications  to  contemporary  moral  issues.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  utilitarianism,  rule-based 
ethics,  existentialism,  relativism  versus  objectivism,  and  egoism.  Upon  completion,  students 
should  be  able  to  apply  various  ethical  theories  to  individual  moral  issues  such  as  euthanasia, 
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abortion,  crime  and  punishment,  and  justice.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the 
Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  general  education  core  requirement  in  humanities/fine 
arts. 


PHYSICS 

PHY  110  Conceptual  Physics  3(3-0)  FS 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  provides  a  conceptually-based  exposure  to  the  fundamental  principles  and 
processes  of  the  physical  world.  Topics  include  basic  concepts  of  motion,  forces,  energy,  heat, 
electricity,  magnetism,  and  the  structure  of  matter  and  the  universe.  Upon  completion,  students 
should  be  able  to  describe  examples  and  applications  of  the  principles  studied.  This  course  has 
been  approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  general  education  core 
requirement  in  natural  sciences/mathematics. 

PHY  110A  Conceptual  Physics  Lab  1(0-2)  FS 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  PHY  110 

This  course  is  a  laboratory  for  PHY  110.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  laboratory  experiences  that 
enhance  materials  presented  in  PHY  110.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  apply 
the  laboratory  experiences  to  the  concepts  presented  in  PHY  110.  This  course  has  been 
approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  general  education  core 
requirement  in  natural  sciences/mathematics. 

PHY  151  College  Physics  I  4(3-2)  FS  SS 

Prerequisites:  MAT  171 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  uses  algebra-  and  trigonometry-based  mathematical  models  to  introduce  the 
fundamental  concepts  that  describe  the  physical  world.  Topics  include  units  and  measurement, 
vectors,  linear  kinematics  and  dynamics,  energy,  power,  momentum,  fluid  mechanics,  and  heat.

Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate 
an  understanding  of  the  principles  involved  and  display  analytical  problem-solving  ability  for  the 
topics  covered.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation 
Agreement  general  education  core  requirement  in  natural  sciences/mathematics. 

PHY  252  General  Physics  II  4(3-3)  S 

Prerequisites:  MAT  272  and  PHY  251 

Corequisites:  None

that  describe  the  physical  world.  Topics  include  electrostatic  forces,  electric  fields,  electric 
potentials,  direct-current  circuits,  magnetostatic  forces,  magnetic  fields,  electromagnetic 
induction,  alternating-current  circuits,  and  light.

Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  an 
understanding  of  the  basic  concepts  and  participatory  processes  of  the  American  political 
system.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement 
general  education  core  requirement  in  social/behavioral  sciences. 


PSYCHOLOGY 

PSY 110  Life  Span  Development  3(3-0)  F 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  provides  an  introduction  to  the  study  of  human  growth  and  development.  Emphasis 
is  placed  on  the  physical,  cognitive,  and  psychosocial  aspects  of  development  from  conception 
to  death.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  knowledge  of  development 
across  the  life  span  and  apply  this  knowledge  to  their  specific  field  of  study. 
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PSY 118  Interpersonal  Psychology  3(3-0)  F 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  introduces  the  basic  principles  of  psychology  as  they  relate  to  personal  and 
professional  development.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  personality  traits,  communication/leadership 
styles,  effective  problem  solving,  and  cultural  diversity  as  they  apply  to  personal  and  work 
environments.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  an  understanding  of 
these  principles  of  psychology  as  they  apply  to  personal  and  professional  development. 

PSY  141  Psych  of  Death  and  Dying  3(3-0)  SS 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  presents  psychological  perspectives  on  death  and  dying.  Topics  include  the 
culturally  diverse  aspects  of  death  and  the  grieving  process,  adjustment  mechanisms, 
interventions,  and  the  psychological  and  ethical  dimensions  of  death  and  dying.  Upon 
completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  an  understanding  of  the  psychosocial 
aspects  of  death  and  dying. 

PSY  150  General  Psychology  3(3-0)  FS  SS 

Prerequisites:  ENG  090  or  RED  090  or  appropriate  placement  scores 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  provides  an  overview  of  the  scientific  study  of  human  behavior.  Topics  include 
history,  methodology,  biopsychology,  sensation,  perception,  learning,  motivation,  cognition, 
abnormal  behavior,  personality  theory,  social  psychology,  and  other  relevant  topics.  Upon 
completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  a  basic  knowledge  of  the  science  of 
psychology.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation 
Agreement  general  education  core  requirement  in  social/behavioral  sciences. 

PSY  183  Psychology  of  Addiction  3(3-0)  F 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  covers  historical  and  theoretical  perspectives  on  addictive  behavior  and  the  genetic, 
familial,  and  sociocultural  influences  on  addiction.  Topics  include  addictions  to  eating,  gambling, 
alcohol,  drugs,  relationships,  work,  and  sex.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to 
demonstrate  a  knowledge  of  the  theories  of  addiction  and  the  factors  underlying  addictive 
behaviors. 

PSY  239  Psychology  of  Personality  3(3-0)  SS 

Prerequisites:  PSY  150 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  covers  major  personality  theories  and  personality  research  methods.  Topics  include 
psychoanalytic,  behavioristic,  social  learning,  cognitive,  humanistic,  and  trait  theories  including 
supporting  research.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  compare  and  contrast 
I  traditional  and  contemporary  approaches  to  the  understanding  of  individual  differences  in 
human  behavior.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation 
;  Agreement  general  education  core  requirement  in  social/behavioral  sciences. 
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PSY  241  Developmental  Psych  3(3-0)  FS  SS 

Prerequisites:  PSY  150  or  Permission  of  Instructor 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  is  a  study  of  human  growth  and  development.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  major 
theories  and  perspectives  as  they  relate  to  the  physical,  cognitive,  and  psychosocial  aspects  of 
development  from  conception  to  death.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to 
demonstrate  knowledge  of  development  across  the  life  span.  This  course  has  been  approved 
to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  general  education  core  requirement  in 
social/behavioral  sciences. 
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PSY  255  Intro  to  Exceptionality  3(3-0)  S 

Prerequisites:  PSY  150 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  introduces  the  psychology  of  the  exceptional  person.  Topics  include  theoretical 
perspectives,  terminology,  and  interventions  pertaining  to  various  handicapping  conditions  as 
well  as  the  resulting  psychosocial  adjustments.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to 
demonstrate  a  basic  understanding  of  the  potentials  and  limitations  of  the  exceptional  person. 


PSY  264  Counseling  Techniques  3(2-2)  S 

Prerequisites:  PSY  150 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  introduces  basic  counseling  skills,  models,  and  methods  used  in  helping 
relationships.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  listening,  communication  and  interviewing  skills,  practical 
exercises  and  techniques,  intervention  strategies,  and  self-awareness  in  helping  relationships. 
Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  basic  helping  skills. 

PSY  265  Behavioral  Modification  3(3-0)  S 

Prerequisites:  PSY  150 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  is  an  applied  study  of  factors  influencing  human  behavior  and  strategies  for 
behavioral  change.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  cognitive-behavioral  theory,  behavioral  assessment, 
practical  applications  of  conditioning  techniques,  and  maintenance  of  adaptive  behavior 
patterns.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  implement  basic  learning  principles  to 
effect  behavioral  changes  in  self  and  others. 


PSY  281  Abnormal  Psychology  3(3-0)  FS 

Prerequisites:  PSY  150 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  provides  an  examination  of  the  various  psychological  disorders,  as  well  as 
theoretical,  clinical,  and  experimental  perspectives  of  the  study  of  psychopathology.  Emphasis 
is  placed  on  terminology,  classification,  etiology,  assessment,  and  treatment  of  the  major 
disorders.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  normal  and 
abnormal  behavior  patterns  as  well  as  demonstrate  knowledge  of  etiology,  symptoms,  and 
therapeutic  techniques.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive 
Articulation  Agreement  general  education  core  requirement  in  social/behavioral  sciences. 


COURSE  DESCRIPTIONS 


RADIOGRAPHY 

RAD  110  Rad  Intro  &  Patient  Care  3(2-3)  F 

Prerequisites:  Enrollment  in  Radiography  program 

Corequisites:  RAD  111  and  RAD  151 

This  course  provides  an  overview  of  the  radiography  profession  and  student  responsibilities. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  basic  principles  of  patient  care,  radiation  protection,  technical  factors, 
and  medical  terminology.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  basic  skills 
in  these  areas. 

RAD  111  RAD  Procedures  I  4(3-3)  F 

Prerequisites:  Enrollment  in  the  Radiography  program 

Corequisites:  RAD  110  and  RAD  151 

This  course  provides  the  knowledge  and  skills  necessary  to  perform  standard  radiographic  ” 
procedures.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  radiography  of  the  chest,  abdomen,  extremities,  spine,  and 
pelvis.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  competence  in  these  areas. 

RAD  112  RAD  Procedures  II  4(3-3)  S 

Prerequisites:  RAD  110,  RAD  111,  and  RAD  151 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  provides  the  knowledge  and  skills  necessary  to  perform  standard  radiographic 
procedures.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  radiography  of  the  skull,  bony  thorax,  and  gastrointestinal, 
biliary,  and  urinary  systems.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate 
competence  in  these  areas. 

RAD  121  Radiographic  Imaging  I  3(2-3)  S 

Prerequisites:  RAD  110,  RAD  111,  and  RAD  151 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  covers  factors  of  image  quality  and  methods  of  exposure  control.  Topics  include 
density,  contrast,  recorded  detail,  distortion,  technique  charts,  manual  and  automatic  exposure 
control,  and  tube  rating  charts.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  an 
understanding  of  exposure  control  and  the  effects  of  exposure  factors  on  image  quality. 

RAD  122  Radiographic  Imaging  II  2(1-3)  SS 

Prerequisites:  RAD  112,  RAD  121,  and  RAD  161 

Corequisites:  RAD  131  and  RAD  171 

This  course  covers  image  receptor  systems  and  processing  principles.  Topics  include  film,  film 
storage,  processing,  intensifying  screens,  grids,  and  beam  limitation.  Upon  completion, 
students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  the  principles  of  selection  and  usage  of  imaging 
accessories  to  produce  quality  images. 
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RAD  131  Radiographic  Physics  I  2(1-3)  SS 

Prerequisites:  RAD  112,  RAD  121,  and  RAD  161 

Corequisites:  RAD  122  and  RAD  171 

This  course  introduces  the  fundamental  principles  of  physics  that  underlie  diagnostic  X-ray 
production  and  radiography.  Topics  include  electromagnetic  waves,  electricity  and  magnetism, 
electrical  energy,  and  power  and  circuits  as  they  relate  to  radiography.  Upon  completion, 
students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  an  understanding  of  basic  principles  of  physics  as  they 
relate  to  the  operation  of  radiographic  equipment. 

RAD  151  RAD  Clinical  Ed  I  2(0-6)  F 

Prerequisites:  Enrollment  in  the  Radiography  program 

Corequisites:  RAD  110  and  RAD  111 

This  course  introduces  patient  management  and  basic  radiographic  procedures  in  the  clinical 
^70  setting.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  mastering  positioning  of  the  chest  and  extremities,  manipulating 
equipment,  and  applying  principles  of  ALARA.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to 
demonstrate  successful  completion  of  clinical  objectives. 

RAD  161  RAD  Clinical  Ed  II  5(0-15)  S 

Prerequisites:  RAD  110,  RAD  111,  and  RAD  151 

Corequisites:  RAD  112  and  RAD  121 

This  course  provides  additional  experience  in  patient  management  and  in  more  complex 
radiographic  procedures.

RAD  171  RAD  Clinical  Ed  III  4(0-12)  SS 

Prerequisites:  RAD  112,  RAD  121,  and  RAD  161 

Corequisites:  RAD  122  and  RAD  131 

This  course  provides  experience  in  patient  management  specific  to  fluoroscopic  and  advanced 
radiographic  procedures.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  applying  appropriate  technical  factors  to  all 
studies  and  mastering  positioning  of  gastrointestinal  and  urological  studies.  Upon  completion, 
students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  successful  completion  of  clinical  objectives. 

RAD  211  RAD  Procedures  III  3(2-3)  F 

Prerequisites:  RAD  122 

Corequisites:  RAD  231,  RAD  241,  and  RAD  251 

This  course  provides  the  knowledge  and  skills  necessary  to  perform  standard  and  specialty 
radiographic  procedures.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  radiographic  specialty  procedures,  pathology, 

and  advanced  imaging.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  competence 
in  these  areas. 

RAD  231  Radiographic  Physics  II  2(1-3)  F 

Prerequisites:  RAD  171 

Corequisites:  RAD  211,  RAD  241,  and  RAD  251 

This  course  continues  the  study  of  physics  that  underlie  diagnostic  X-ray  production  and 
radiographic  and  fluoroscopic  equipment.  Topics  include  X-ray  production,  electromagnetic 
interactions  with  matter,  X-ray  devices,  equipment  circuitry,  targets,  filtration,  and  dosimetry. 
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Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  an  understanding  of  the  application 
of  physical  concepts  as  related  to  image  production. 

RAD  241  Radiation  Protection  2(2-0)  F 

Prerequisites:  RAD  122,  RAD  131,  and  RAD  171 

Corequisites:  RAD  211,  RAD  231,  and  RAD  251 

This  course  covers  the  principles  of  radiation  protection  and  radiobiology.  Topics  include  the 
effects  of  ionizing  radiation  on  body  tissues,  protective  measures  for  limiting  exposure  to  the 
patient  and  personnel,  and  radiation  monitoring  devices.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be 
able  to  demonstrate  an  understanding  of  the  effects  and  uses  of  radiation  in  diagnostic 
radiology. 

RAD  245  Radiographic  Analysis  3(2-3)  S 

Prerequisites:  RAD  251 

Corequisites:  RAD  261 

This  course  provides  an  overview  of  imaging  concepts  and  introduces  methods  of  quality 
assurance.  Topics  include  a  systematic  approach  for  image  evaluation  and  analysis  of  imaging 
service  and  quality  assurance.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  establish  and 
administer  a  quality  assurance  program  and  conduct  a  critical  review  of  images. 

RAD  251  RAD  Clinical  Ed  IV  7(0-21)  F 

Prerequisites:  RAD  122,  RAD  131,  and  RAD  171 

Corequisites:  RAD  211,  RAD  231,  and  RAD  241 

This  course  provides  the  opportunity  to  continue  mastering  all  basic  radiographic  procedures 
and  to  attain  experience  in  advanced  areas.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  equipment  operation, 
pathological  recognition,  pediatric  and  geriatric  variations,  and  a  further  awareness  of  radiation 
protection  requirements.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  successful 
completion  of  clinical  objectives. 

RAD  261  RAD  Clinical  Ed  V  7(0-21)  S 

Prerequisites:  RAD  251 

Corequisites:  RAD  245 

This  course  is  designed  to  enhance  expertise  in  all  radiographic  procedures,  patient 
management,  radiation  protection,  and  image  production  and  evaluation.  Emphasis  is  placed 
on  developing  an  autonomous  approach  to  the  diversity  of  clinical  situations  and  successfully 
adapting  to  those  procedures.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate 
successful  completion  of  clinical  objectives.

:medical  terminology.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  competence  in 
concepts  and  procedures  through  written  and  laboratory  evaluations. 
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RCP  111  Therapeutics/Diagnostics  5(4-3)  S 

Prerequisites:  RCP  110 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  is  a  continuation  of  RCP  110.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  entry-level  therapeutic  and 
diagnostic  procedures  used  in  respiratory  care.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to 
demonstrate  competence  in  concepts  and  procedures  through  written  and  laboratory 
evaluations. 

RCP  113  RCP  Pharmacology  2(2-0)  F 

Prerequisite:  None 

Corequisite:  None 

This  course  covers  the  drugs  used  in  the  treatment  of  cardiopulmonary  diseases.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  the  uses,  actions,  indications,  administration,  and  hazards  of  pharmacological  agents. 
^2  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  competence  though  written 
evaluations. 

RCP  114  C-P  Anatomy  &  Physiology  3(3-0)  S 

Prerequisites:  BI0 165 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  provides  a  concentrated  study  of  cardiopulmonary  anatomy  and  physiology 
essential  to  the  practice  of  respiratory  care.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  cardiovascular  and 
pulmonary  physiology,  acid/base  balance,  and  blood  gas  interpretation.  Upon  completion, 
students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate  competence  in  these  concepts  through  written 
evaluation. 

RCP  115  C-P  Pathophysiology  2(2-0)  SS 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  introduces  the  etiology,  pathogenesis,  and  physiology  of  cardiopulmonary  diseases 
and  disorders.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  clinical  signs  and  symptoms  along  with  diagnoses, 
complications,  prognoses,  and  management.

Topics  include  a  continuation  in  the  study  of  mechanical  ventilation,  underlying  pathophysiology, 
and  introduction  of  critical  care  monitoring.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to 
i  demonstrate  competence  in  concepts  and  procedures  through  written  and  laboratory 
evaluations. 

RCP  211  Adv  Monitoring/Procedures  4(3-3)  SS 

Prerequisites:  RCP  111

This  course  includes  advanced  information  gathering  and  decision  making  for  the  respiratory 
care  professional.  Topics  include  advanced  cardiac  monitoring  and  special  procedures.  Upon 
completion,  students  should  be  able  to  evaluate,  design,  and  recommend  appropriate  care 
plans  through  written  and  laboratory  evaluations. 

RCP  212  Home  Care/Rehabilitation  2(2-0)  S

Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to 
demonstrate  competence  in  these  concepts  through  written  evaluations. 
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RCP215  Career  Prep-Adv  Level  1(0-3)  S

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  provides  preparation  for  employment  and  the  advanced-level  practitioner 
credentialing  exam.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  review  of  the  NBRC  Advanced-Level  Practitioner 
Exam  and  supervision  and  management.

RCP  259  RCP  Clinical  Practice  VI  9(0-27)  S

therapeutic  and  diagnostic  patient  care.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to 
demonstrate  clinical  competence  in  required  performance  evaluations. 


READING 

Initial  student  placement  in  developmental  courses  is  based  on  individual  college  placement 
testing  policies  and  procedures.  Students  should  begin  developmental  course  work  at  the 
appropriate  level  indicated  by  the  placement  test  and  complete  a  course  series  as  assigned. 

RED  080  Intro  to  College  Reading  4(3-2)  FS  SS 

Prerequisites:  Appropriate  placement  score 

Corequisites:  ACA115 

This  course  introduces  effective  reading  and  inferential  thinking  skills  in  preparation  for  RED 
090.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  vocabulary,  comprehension,  and  reading  strategies.  Upon 
completion,  students  should  be  able  to  determine  main  ideas  and  supporting  details,  recognize 
basic  patterns  of  organization,  draw  conclusions,  and  understand  vocabulary  in  context.  This 
course  will  emphasize  the  similarities  between  the  processes  of  reading  and  writing  by 
integrating  writing  prompts,  outlining,  and  summarizing  with  readings  from  textbooks, 

periodicals,  and  novels,  but  RED  080  does  not  satisfy  the  developmental  readinq  prerequisite 
for  ENG  111. 
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RED  090  Improved  College  Reading  4(3-2)  FS  SS 

Prerequisites:  RED  080  or  appropriate  placement  score 

Corequisites:  ACA115 

This  course  is  designed  to  improve  reading  and  critical  thinking  skills.  Topics  include  vocabulary 
enhancement;  extracting  implied  meaning;  analyzing  author’s  purpose,  tone,  and  style;  and 
drawing  conclusions  and  responding  to  written  material.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be 
able  to  comprehend  and  analyze  college-level  reading  material.  This  course  integrates  writing 
skills,  particularly  in  the  areas  of  notetaking,  summarizing,  analyzing,  and  reacting  to  material 
covered  and  satisfies  the  developmental  reading  prerequisite  for  ENG  111.

This  course 
lhas  been  approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  general  education 
; core  requirement  in  humanities/fine  arts. 

REL  111  Eastern  Religions  3(3-0) 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  introduces  the  major  Asian  religious  traditions.  Topics  include  Hinduism,  Buddhism, 
Taoism,  Confucianism,  and  Shinto.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  identify  the 
origins,  history,  beliefs,  and  practices  of  the  religions  studied.  This  course  has  been  approved 
to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  general  education  core  requirement  in 
I  humanities/fine  arts. 

REL  112  Western  Religions  3(3-0) 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

Topics  include  Zoroastrianism, 
Islam,  Judaism,  and  Christianity.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  identify  the 
origins,  history,  beliefs,  and  practices  of  the  religions  studied.

This  course  is  a  survey  of  the  literature  of  the  Hebrews  with  readings  from  the  law,  prophets, 
and  the  writings.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  use  of  literary,  historical,  archeological,  and  cultural 
analysis.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  use  the  tools  of  critical  analysis  to  read 
and  understand  Old  Testament  literature.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the 
Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  general  education  core  requirement  in  humanities/fine 
arts. 

REL  212  Intro  to  New  Testament  3(3-0)  FS 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  is  a  survey  of  the  literature  of  first-century  Christianity  with  readings  from  the 
gospels,  Acts,  and  the  Pauline  and  pastoral  letters.  Topics  include  the  literary  structure, 
audience,  and  religious  perspective  of  the  writings,  as  well  as  the  historical  and  cultural  context 
of  the  early  Christian  community.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  use  the  tools  of 
critical  analysis  to  read  and  understand  New  Testament  literature.  This  course  has  been 
approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  general  education  core 
requirement  in  humanities/fine  arts. 

REL  221  Religion  in  America  3(3-0)  S 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  is  an  examination  of  religious  beliefs  and  practice  in  the  United  States.  Emphasis 
is  placed  on  mainstream  religious  traditions  and  non-traditional  religious  movements  from  the 
Colonial  period  to  the  present.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  recognize  and 
appreciate  the  diversity  of  religious  traditions  in  America.  This  course  has  been  approved  to 
satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  general  education  core  requirement  in 
humanities/fine  arts. 


SUBSTANCE  ABUSE 

SAB  110  Substance  Abuse  Overview  3(3-0)  F 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  provides  an  overview  of  the  core  concepts  in  substance  abuse  and  dependence. 
Topics  include  the  history  of  drug  use/abuse,  effects  on  societal  members,  treatment  of 
addiction,  and  preventive  measures.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  demonstrate 
knowledge  of  the  etiology  of  drug  abuse,  addiction,  prevention,  and  treatment. 

SAB  120  Intake  and  Assessment  3(3-0)  S 

Prerequisites:  HSE 123 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  develops  processes  for  establishment  of  client  rapport,  elicitation  of  client 
information  on  which  therapeutic  activities  are  based,  and  stimulation  of  client  introspection. 
Topics  include  diagnostic  criteria,  functions  of  counseling,  nonverbal  behavior,  collaterals  and 
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significant  others,  dual  diagnosis,  client  strengths  and  weakness,  uncooperative  clients,  and 
crisis  interventions.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  establish  communication  with 
clients,  recognize  disorders,  obtain  information  for  counseling,  and  terminate  the  counseling 
process.  This  course  is  a  unique  concentration  requirement  of  the  Substance  Abuse 
concentration  in  the  Human  Services  Technology  program. 

SAB  125  SAB  Case  Mgmt  3(2-2)  SS 

Prerequisites:  SAB  120 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  provides  case  management  activities,  including  record  keeping,  recovery  issues, 
community  resources,  and  continuum  of  care.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  establishing  a  systematic 
approach  to  monitor  the  treatment  plan  and  maintain  quality  of  life.  Upon  completion,  students 
should  be  able  to  assist  clients  in  the  continuum  of  care  as  an  ongoing  recovery  process  and 
develop  agency  networking.  This  course  is  a  unique  concentration  requirement  of  the  ^77 
Substance  Abuse  concentration  in  the  Human  Services  Technology  program. 


SAB  135  Addictive  Process  3(3-0)  SS 

Prerequisites:  PSY 150 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  explores  the  physical,  emotional,  psychological,  and  cultural  aspects  of  the 
addictive  process.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  addictions  to  food,  sex,  alcohol,  drugs,  work, 
gambling,  and  relationships.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  identify  the  effects, 
prevention  strategies,  and  treatment  methods  associated  with  addictive  disorders. 

SAB  210  Sub  Abuse  Counseling  3(2-2)  SS 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  provides  theory  and  skills  acquisition  by  utilizing  intervention  strategies  designed  to 
obtain  therapeutic  information,  support  recovery,  and  prevent  relapse.  Topics  include 
counseling  individuals  and  dysfunctional  families,  screening  instruments,  counseling  techniques 
and  approaches,  recovery  and  relapse,  and  special  populations.  Upon  completion,  students 
should  be  able  to  discuss  issues  critical  to  recovery,  identify  intervention  models,  and  initiate  a 
[procedure  culminating  in  cognitive/behavioral  change.

SAB  230  Family  Therapy  3(2-2)  F 

Prerequisites:  None 

iCorequisites:  None 

This  course  covers  the  theories  and  models  of  family  systems  therapy  as  designed  for  families 
affected  by  substance  abuse  and  addiction.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  structures  and  procedures 
necessary  for  successful  family  therapy,  including  the  needs,  types  of  resistance,  and  individual 
:amily  dynamics.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  understand  and  identify 
jynamics  and  patterns  unique  to  families  affected  by  substance  abuse  and  the  appropriate 
model  of  treatment. 
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SAB  240  SAB  Issues  in  Client  Serv  3(3-0)  F 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  introduces  systems  of  professional  standards,  values,  and  issues  in  substance 
abuse  counseling.  Topics  include  confidentiality,  assessment  of  personal  values,  professional 
responsibilities,  competencies,  and  ethics  relative  to  multicultural  counseling  and  research. 
Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  understand  and  discuss  multiple  ethical  issues 
applicable  to  counseling  and  apply  various  decision-making  models  to  current  issues.  This 
course  is  a  unique  concentration  requirement  of  the  Substance  Abuse  concentration  in  the 
Human  Services  Technology  program.

SOC  210  Introduction  to  Sociology  3(3-0)  FS  SS 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  introduces  the  scientific  study  of  human  society,  culture,  and  social  interactions. 
Topics  include  socialization,  research  methods,  diversity  and  inequality,  cooperation  and 
conflict,  social  change,  social  institutions,  and  organizations.  Upon  completion,  students  should 
be  able  to  demonstrate  knowledge  of  sociological  concepts  as  they  apply  to  the  interplay  among 
individuals,  groups,  and  societies.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the 
Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  general  education  core  requirement  in  social/behavioral 
sciences. 

SOC  213  Sociology  of  the  Family  3(3-0)  FS  SS 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  covers  the  institution  of  the  family  and  other  intimate  relationships.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  mate  selection,  gender  roles,  sexuality,  communication,  power  and  conflict, 
parenthood,  diverse  lifestyles,  divorce  and  remarriage,  and  economic  issues.  Upon  completion, 
students  should  be  able  to  analyze  the  family  as  a  social  institution  and  the  social  forces  which 
influence  its  development  and  change.  This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the 
Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  general  education  core  requirement  in  social/behavioral 
sciences. 

SOC  220  Social  Problems  3(3-0)  FS 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  None 

This  course  provides  an  in-depth  study  of  current  social  problems.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
causes,  consequences,  and  possible  solutions  to  problems  associated  with  families,  schools, 
workplaces,  communities,  and  the  environment.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to 
recognize,  define,  analyze,  and  propose  solutions  to  these  problems.  This  course  has  been 
approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  general  education  core 
requirement  in  social/behavioral  sciences. 
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SPANISH 

SPA  111  Elementary  Spanish  I  3(3-0)  F 

Prerequisites:  None 

Corequisites:  SPA  181 

This  course  introduces  the  fundamental  elements  of  the  Spanish  language  within  a  cultural 
context.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  development  of  basic  listening,  speaking,  reading,  and 
writing  skills.  Upon  completion,  students  should  be  able  to  comprehend  and  respond  with 
grammatical  accuracy  to  spoken  and  written  Spanish  and  demonstrate  cultural  awareness. 
This  course  has  been  approved  to  satisfy  the  Comprehensive  Articulation  Agreement  general 
education  core  requirement  in  humanities/fine  arts. 

SPA  112  Elementary  Spanish  II  3(3-0)  S 

Prerequisites:  SPA  111

The  college  shall  comply  with  occupational  safety  and  health 
standards  and  all  rules,  regulations,  and  orders  issued  pursuant  to  college  policies  developed 
|for  the  purpose  of  implementation  of  the  Act. 

Compliance  with  the  Family  Educational  Rights  and  Privacy  Act.  Under  the  Family 
Educational  Rights  and  Privacy  Act  of  1974  (as  amended),  Sandhills  Community  College 
accords  all  the  rights  under  the  law  to  students  who  are  declared  independent  (18  years  of  age 
cr  older).  No  one  outside  the  institution  shall  have  access  to,  nor  will  the  institution  disclose, 
any  information  from  the  student’s  education  records  without  the  written  consent  of  the  student 
axcept  to: 

•  authorized  personnel  within  the  institution, 

•  authorized  officials  of  other  institutions  in  which  students  seek  to  enroll, 

•  persons  or  organizations  providing  student’s  financial  aid, 

•  accrediting  agencies  carrying  out  their  accreditation  function, 

•  persons  involved  in  an  emergency  situation  in  order  to  protect  the  health  or  safety  of 
students  or  other  persons, 

•  persons  in  compliance  with  a  judicial  order. 
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The  law  provides  students  with  the  right  to  inspect  and  review  information  contained  in  their 
education  records,  to  challenge  the  contents  of  their  education  records,  to  have  a  hearing  if  the 
outcome  of  the  challenge  is  unsatisfactory,  and  to  submit  explanatory  statements  for  inclusion 
in  their  files  if  they  feel  the  decisions  of  the  hearing  panels  to  be  unacceptable. 

Education  records  include  admissions,  personal,  financial,  academic,  cooperative  education, 
and  placement  records.  Education  records  do  not  include  records  of  instructional, 
administrative,  and  educational  personnel  which  are  the  sole  possession  of  the  maker  and  are 
not  accessible  or  revealed  to  any  individual  except  a  temporary  substitute.  Education  records 
do  not  include  records  of  the  law  enforcement  unit,  student  health  records,  employment  records, 
or  alumni  records. 

Students  may  not  inspect  and  review  the  following: 

•  financial  information  submitted  by  their  parents, 

•  confidential  letters  and  recommendations  associated  with  admission, 

•  employment,  job  placement,  or  education  records  containing  information  about  more 
than  one  student. 

The  registrar  at  Sandhills  Community  College  has  been  designated  by  the  institution  to 
coordinate  the  inspection  and  review  procedures  for  student  education  records.  Students 
wishing  to  review  their  education  records  must  make  written  requests  to  the  registrar  listing  the 
item  or  items  of  interest.  Local  policy  explains  in  detail  the  procedure  to  be  used  by  the 
institution  for  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.

Compliance  with  the  Drug-Free  Workplace  Act  and  the  Drug-Free  Schools  & 
Communities  Act  of  1988.  It  should  be  understood  that  the  unlawful  manufacture,  distribution, 
dispensation,  possession,  or  use  of  a  controlled  substance  by  an  employee  in  the  workplace  or 
while  on  duty  or  representing  the  college  in  any  way  is  prohibited. 

Employees  engaging  in  any  such  prohibited  activity  shall  expect  that  college  officials  will  notify 
proper  authorities  and  assist  in  the  investigation  and  prosecution  of  such  prohibition. 
Employees  are  required  to  notify  college  officials  of  any  “criminal  drug  statute  conviction  for  a 
violation  occurring  in  the  workplace  no  later  than  five  days  after  such  conviction.”

It  shall  be  the  policy  of  Sandhills  Community  College  to  comply  fully  with 
the  disclosure  and  reporting  requirements  of  these  Acts.  These  requirements  include  graduation 

or  completion  rates,  campus  security  policies  and  procedures,  and  statistical  reports  on  security 
matters.

Graduation  Rate.  The  graduation  rate  for  students  who  entered  Sandhills  Community  College 
in  Fall  1998  as  first-time  diploma  or  degree  seeking  full-time  students  was  reported  to  be  22.4% 
j  by  August  31,  2001. 

This  rate  is  comparable  with  those  of  other  community  colleges.  Community  college  students 
often  take  several  years  to  complete  a  degree  as  they  balance  studies  with  employment  and 
other  activities.  Some  choose  to  transfer  instead  of  completing  a  degree.  Sandhills  does  not 
collect  transfer-out  data. 
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Compliance  with  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA).  Sandhills  Community  College 
seeks  to  comply  fully  with  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA),  enacted  July  26,  1991  as 
an  extension  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1 964  to  the  disabled.  The  college  is  committed  to  removal 
of  physical  barriers,  psychological  barriers  and  policies  or  procedures  which  hinder  full  access 
to  enrollment  or  employment  opportunities. 

The  coordinator  of  the  advising  center  also  coordinates  ADA  compliance.  Responsibilities  of  this 
office  include  advising  the  administration  concerning  barriers  and  hindrances  to  access  in 
enrollment  or  employment;  advising  the  administration  concerning  the  adequacy  of  policies  and 
procedures  for  protecting  and  providing  access  for  disabled  students  and  employees  and 
prospective  students  and  employees;  planning  and  developing  training  and  information 
concerning  treatment  and  accommodation  of  the  disabled;  and  identifying  disabled  students  and 
employees  and  suggesting  “reasonable  accommodations”  to  faculty,  staff,  and  employment 
supervisors. 

The  college  expects  that  all  students  and  employees  will  be  aware  of,  and  sensitive  to,  the 
needs  of  persons  with  disabilities  and  that  the  administration  and  staff  will  make  every  effort  to 
make  those  “reasonable  accommodations”  which  permit  disabled  persons  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  various  programs  and  services  offered  by  the  college. 
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
